"JLEFANG RIBAO’ DISCUSSES EXISTENCE OF CLASS STRUGGLE

"There Is Still Class Struggle Among the People’"] 


Text] Different opinions have been offered on the question of whether 

or not class struggle still exists among the people in our country at 

the present stage. The question has been hotly debated. In the following 
we will give our views on this topic: 


Clarification of Basic Theory and Concept Still Needed 


The doctrine of class struggle in Marxism constitutes a branch of scientific 
studies. In this connection, the revolutionary teacher made lengthy 
discussions. As we study and analyze the question of class struggle at 
the present stage, we should of course stick firmly to the principle of 
seeking truth from facts and refrain from blindly following each word or 
conclusion in the textbook. However, a clear understanding of the basic 
theory of the doctrine of class struggle and the concept of class struggle 
is still necessary. Otherwise, how can we be guided in judging the actual 
problems that may arise? Without a common adherence to the basic theory 
of Marxism's doctrine of class struggle end without a clear understanding 
of the concept, discussion of the problem would be like "deaf and mute” 
people trying to talk to each other, lacking a common language. 


On class struggle, Engels made the following general observation: Since 
the inception of the written word, "the world's entire history is a history 
of class struggle, that is to say, a history of struggle in the different 
stages of social development and evolution between the exploited class and 
the exploiting class and between the governed class and the governing 
class." History and actual facts demonstrate that Engels’ conclusion on 
class struggle is correct, scientific and widely applicable. In the 
different stages of social development and evolution in the past, the main 
stream of class struggle was the struggle between the exploited class and 
the exploiting class. In addition, there was also class struggle between 
antagonistic exploiting classes (such as between feudal landlord c'’ass and 
class of serf owners and between capitalist class and feudal landlord 
class). Following the seizure of power of the proletariat, a fundamental 














change in class relations, occurred and class struggle emerged between the 
working class now in power and the overthrown exploiting class (or their 
remrants). Lecin and Stalin wrote many essays in this connection. Lenin 
said that petty ceamodity producers (including petty farmers) must be 
“eliminated,” but not through the format cf class struggles. However, 

he strongly asserted: “Such people cannot be banished or suppressed; 
rather, they should be dealt with in an amicable manner. They can and 
should be reformed and reeducated, which can be achieved only through a 
prolonged process, slowly and by means of careful organization work." 
This kind of organization work cannot be mixed up with the struggle between 
the classes. 


Some essays pointed out that the revolutionary tvacher referred to "class 
struggle among the people.” Indced, traces of these utterances can be 
found. For example, Lenin wrote in his essay on “Two Strategies of the 
Sociaiist Democratic Party in the Democratic Revolution”: "We know that 
Marx 4li along was relentlessly opposed to those people who believed that 
the ‘people’ are of one accord and who also believed in the fantasy of 

the petty bourgeoisie that class struggle no longer exists among the 
people. In using the word ‘people,’ Marx did not mean to brush aside the 
differences existing among the classes. Rather, he meant joining together 
all those certain and unmistakable elements who could pursue the revolution 
to the end.” What Marx and Lenin meant by “people” in this context clearly 
referred to “people” in the democratic revolution unJer the capitalist 
regime. In this context, components of the “people” did not necessarily 
wholly comprise the exploited class. For instance, during the French 
revolution at the end of the 18th centurv, the capitalist class and workers 
belonged to the “third grade,” both inside the revolutionary camp. In 
1848, at the time of the German revolution, components of the "people" 
included “workers and the democratic capitalist class"(Lenin's words). 
Thus, it can be seen that at that time there were among the “people” both 
the exploited class and the exploiting class between whom there undoubtedly 
existed claes contradictions and class struggle. In his essay “On the 
Correct Handling of Contradictions Among the People," Comrade Mao Zedong 
referred to “class struggle amung the people.” Since socialist already 
existed in the country, what he had in mind was that among the people 

there were still the national capitalist class. Comrade Mao Zedong pointed 
out at the time: “Between the working class and the national capitalist 
class there exist contradictions of the exploited against the exploiting, 
contradictions which are opposed to each other.” However, under the 
concre e conditions of our country, the contradictions between them were 
“contradictions among the poople.” And the class struggle between them 
was “genenerally class struggles among the people. “Subsequently, when 
Comrade Mao Zedong talked about ‘struggles against the capitalist class,’ 
he did not really refer to the nitional capitalist class alone but also 

to the ‘intelligentsia of the capitalist class,’ to ‘representatives of 

the capitalist class,’ and so forth. In short, they were all associated 
with the label ‘capitalist.” This in theory at least did not exceed 

the scope of “class struggles among «-~~<ing classes.” [HK020838] Regard- 
ing the working class itself, Comrade Mao Zedone clearly and unmistakably 
said: “Between workers and peasants, even under the social conditions of 
the Soviet Union, there still exist differences which may be called 
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iwtradictions. However, such contradictions do not become intense to the 

int of opposing each other, do not assume the status of class struggles 
and are different trom the contradictions between the workers and 
capitalists.” Naturally, among the members of the working class there also 
exist differences but fundamentally they have identical interests, there 
being n. oppressing or oppressed, nor exploiting or bein: exploited. 
Solving the contradictions between them need not take the form of class 
struggle at all. For this reason, it is not unreasonable that the 
revolutionary teacher refrained from mentioning the existence of class 
struggle among the working class. It is precisely for this reason that 
since the internal structure of the “people” has fundamentally changed and 
the exploiting class has been eliminated, it would not be appropriate 
to revert to and cite as evidence what the revolurionary teacher said about 
"class strugele among the people” at a time when the exploiting class still 
existed among the people. 


some people believe that the class struggle taking place after the elimina- 
tion of the exploiting class is a special kind and not the same as that 
originally mentioned by the revolutionary teacher and therefore one cannot 
follow the old theory and concept of class struggle. Alithough the original 
exploiting class has been eliminated, their remnants still exist. There 
ire also elements in society who are hostile to and are bent on damaging 
socialist enterprises. The struggle between them and the people may still 
be considered as class struggle. However, this struggle is not the same 
kind of struggle which occurred originally between the opposing classes. 
This is what is meant by class struggle no longer taking place in its 
original context. The curreut class struggle is “specia’" in this regard. 
Actually, the term "special" does not imply that class struggle has been 
shifted from that going on between the exploiting class and the exploited 
lass to withis the working class itself. Nor does it imply that it is 
“epecial" to the extent that it has been expanded to among the people 
themselves. We cannot call it "special" in order to refute Marxism's 
basic concept of cl.iss struggle and make the doctrine of class struggle 
basically lose its weaning. 


Class Struggie Still Has Influences and Is Reflected Among the People 


when we said that lass struggle no longer exists among the working class, 
we did not mean that class struggle had no influence among the people and 
was not reflected at all. in his report on the work of the government 

it the second session of the ifth NPC, Comrade Hua Guofeng pointed out: 
"In our country there are still counterrevolutionary, hostile and special 
elements: there are also various kinds of criminals, and degenerate 
elements seriousiyvy damaging the socialist order. There sre elements of 

the new exploiting class who are corrupt or are thieves, robbers, specula- 
tors and gamblers. Certain remnants of the ‘gang of four’ and a very 
small number of landlords and rich peasants who have not been well trans- 
formed as well as certain elements of other exploiting classes still 
persist in their reactionary stand, pursuing their political and economic 
activities against socialism. Whether we like it or not, we still have to 
live with such ‘elements’ and ‘remnants.' Besides, the exploiting class, 
in ideas and even in shape, will continue to exist for a long time and 
continue to breed damaging and poisoning effects in our midst. For this 
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reason, class struggle cannot but have an iafluence amore the veople und 
this will be duly refiected. Among the people, some who are influenced 

by old thoughts or cheated, induced or used by a very small number of 
hostile elements, may at times perpetrate acts which damage the socialist 
enterprises and go against the interests of the state and the people. This 
will naturally cause contradiction and struggle among the people. Such 
contradictions are frequentiy associated with class struggle to a certain 
extent, although contradictions among the people are by no means class 
struggle in themselves. Nor do they assume the status of class struggle. 
Although certain people may violate the laws of the state, so long as they 
are not hostile or opposed to the socialist enterprises and so long as 
they are not lined up on the side of the enemy of the people, their acts 
cannot be dealt with in the same manner as we carry out class struggle 
against the enemy and assert the role of dictatorship. 


Some peop!e are concerned that since the five kinds of elements [words 
indistinct] make up a very small portion of the country's entire population 
while the resaining 99 percent or more are good people, if we say that 
class et:uggle no longer exists among the people, is this the same as 


saying that class struggle has died out? Actual! » is no need for 
such concern. First, even if such “elements” ani remnants”" accoun* for 
only one-tenth of 1 percent of the population, an: oot 1 percent, ciass 


struggle would still persist. It is far from "“dyic, out." Moreover, 
despite the fact that these “elements” and “remnants” are in the great 
minority, they may be able to do great harm to the socialist cause. So 
this potentiality of theirs must not be underestimated. Hence, they must 
be watched closely and be dealt with in rea! earnest. How can we then say 
class struggle has “died out?” 





[HKO20842' Some essays observed: "Refutirg the existence of class 
struggle anong the people may lead to its being subsequently expanded." 
They cited the case of the Soviet Union's attempt in the 1930's to stamp 
out class struggle which eventually led to its expansion. Naturally, if 
the dying out of class struggle among the people is only mentioned and is 
not followed up by a concrete guidelines, policies, measures or systems 
to insure a correct understanding and treatment of class struggle, then it 
would still be possible to bring about the situation of expancing class 
struggles. But even if correct understanding is insured, it would still 
be unrealistic to expect 100 percent elimination of the phenomenon of 
expanding class struggles since those wh. provide the insurance may do 
so under varying circumstances. Nevertheiess, things always relative, 
thus, between the two assertions that class struggle exists among the 
working class and that it does not exist, which can lead more easily to 
the expansion of class struggle? This question has already been answered 
by the actual livelihood conditions in our country during the past many 
years. It is arbitrary and incorrect to lay the blame for the debacle 

in the 1930's in the Soviet Union on "the failure to acknowledge the 
existence of class struggle among the peuple.” In fact, the situation 

in the Soviet Union at that time was complicated. One of the causes 
appeared to be the failure to correctly handle two kinds of dissimilar 
contradictions. Prior to that time, Stalin had not foreseen the continued 








existence of class struggle in the Soviet Union. Subsequently, he brought 
about the expansion of class struggle going on between the opposing classes 
to clan struggle among the people. As a result, many good people were 
wronged. In this way, how can it be said that not admitting the existence 
ot class struggle among the people is liable to lead to the expansion of 
class struggle? 


Using the slogan "Never Forgetting Class Struggle for a Moment," Lin Biao 
and the "gang of four" deliberately mixed two kinds of dissimilar contra- 
dictions and made many cadres and people the "object of despotism." Thev 
perpetrated atrocious acts of assault and oppression and created a large 
number of unjust, false and wrong cases. Moreover, they openly advocated 
grasping so-called "class struggle among the people." They generated 
dissension and instigated the forming of petty cliques among the revolu- 
tionary ranks and tanned up struggles among the masses. People accused 
each other. They instituted cultural despotism and imposed all-round 
dictatorship over the people in ideology and thought. The people's 

legal rights in their material and cultural livelihood were brutally 
trampled on. Even normal and proper activities in people's life were 
considered as leading to a "new trend in class struggle" and are "grasped" 
in a big way. All of their activities are still fresh in our memory. 
Bitter experiences have told us that refuting the basic theory of 
Marxism'’s doctrine of class struggle and incorrectly asserting that class 
struggle still exists among the people constitute anu important cause leading 
to the expansion of class struggles. 





We must in a clear way deal with class struggle which still persists in 
society. Likewise, we should give due and proper attention to the 
influences and reactions generated by class struggle among the people. 

We must clarify the nature of the various contradictions and the nature 

of the struggle, be it class struggle or not, and take suitable measures 

to deal with it- Certain events may not come within the scope of class 
struggle, but this does not mean that we should pretend that we did net 

see them or that we should leave them alone on the pretext that they are 
contradictions among the people. It would be extremely dangerous not to 
control serious errors, bad conduct, wicked and vicious acts, or to leave 
them alone, or allow them to breed and grow. All persons making mistakes 
and all erroneous acts can and should be criticized, made topics of reeduca- 
tion and even struggled against. Violations of party discipline and state 
laws must be severely punished. Would it be within reason not to intervene 
unless they were captioned as “class struggle?" For instance, if because 
of the influence of the ideas of the exploiting class, some people are 
perversely atfected and make mistakes in word and deeds, they must be 
subjected to reeducation and be struggled against. These are struggles 
meant to eradicate the evil influences of the ideas of the exploiting 

class among the people. They form part of the process of ideological 
reeducation which the people themselves have instituted of their own 
accord. This cannot rightly be called "class struggle." If it is thought 
to be and confused witi., class struggle, then what erroneos and old ideas 
could not be ascribed to the doings of the exploiting class and in turn 
come under the main heading of "class struggle?" If this were the case, 
"class struggle in thought and shape" would be found in all things, at all 
times and anywhere. It would be the talk of the year, and of each and every 
day. Class struggle would become the main factor. As a result, the four 
modernizations would not be the main forces but would be trampled under 
foot by ail sorts of class struggle.

'RENMIN RIBAO' DISCUSSES COUNTRY'S NOTARY SYSTEM

[Text] In his speech at the Eighth CCP Congress, Comrade Dong Biwu said 
the notary system was a fine system for confirming organizations, groups 
or the legitimate rights of citizens and should be promoted as quickly 
as possible. However, due to various reasons, the notary system has not 
been implemented well in the past 23 years. It is now time to promote 
it as quickly as possible. 


The notary system is a legal system for state notary organizations to carry 
out official authentications. This system, which has a long history, has 
evolved from private notaries. 


The human society is a vast and complex organization. With expanding 

social contacts, exchanges among the people have increased enormously. 

As a result, things concerning personal rights or obligations often occur 

in a class society. If they are not properly handled, disputes may arise. 
Consequently, when matters involve important rights or obligations, written 
confirmations signed by witnesses are often required. These witnesses 

act in a private capacity only. Notary work performed by pri ate parties 
was quite prevalent even in the days of the slave system. In ancient 

Rome the "tabellion"™ functioned like lawyers in authenticating or certifying 
all acts and contracts for their clients. In Chinese history intermediaries 
served as witnesses long ago in confirming deeds and other instruments. 

In most cases their seals had to be affixed to the affidavits or depositions 
to certify the date and preserve the originals. In some cases prominent 
people were asked to confirm or certify documents by signing their names 

and affixing their seals. Such unofficial authentications generally served 
the purpose of acknowledging the stated facts per se, without caring about 
whether the matters in questi: were handled justly or conformed with law. 
Since there were many shortcomings in such matters, such as their failure 

to safeguard the legitimate rights of persons involved in disputed cases, 
the notary system was put into effect. 


France was the first country to promulgate the notary act in February 1802. 
This was followed by Belgium, Italy, Germany, Japan, Turkey and ovher 











countries. Notary work has been placed under judicial supervision. In 
certain parts of Italy, Japan and Turkey where there are no notary offices, 
notarization is zenerally handled by judicial personnel or local officials 
to supplement private certification. 


Although primarily the same, there are three types of notary systems in 
modern capitalist countries, that is, the French, the German and the 
Anglo-American. While notary organizations are nominally operated by 

the state in these countries, they are run privately for profit. Notaries 
there are public officers in name only because notary w'rk is done by 
private parties without any restraint. What they recei\e as remuneration 
for notary work goes to themselves and is not considered to be part of the 
national revenue. Thus, notary work undertaken in capitalist countries 
aims at safeguarding bourgeois interests and upholding private ownership. 


China's notary system is socialist in nature. Our country's notary 
organizations come under the jurisdiction of judicial departments. Current 
notary work mainly serves the needs of overseas Chinese, Chinese from 

Hong Kong and Macao, Chinese temporarily assigned to foreign countries 

and foreigners residing in China. Notarization protects the legitimate 
rights and property of these people, as well as of Chinese organizations 
and citizens, from legal encroachment. Among items which can be notarized 
are contracts, authorizations, wills, inheritances, births and deaths, 
recerds of schooling, residence, citizenship status, marriages and agree- 
ments of trust. Notaries in China are all state employees. They receive 
a fixed salary from the state, with all income from notary wor:. handed 

to the state. 


China's notary system was first put into effect in 1948 in Harbin which 

was liberated earlier than other major cities. It was extended to other 
parts of the country after the founding of new China. The main concern 

at that time was to notarize economic contracts for processing, production, 
purchasing and marketing between state-run enterprises on the one hand 

and private joint state-private enterprises on the other. In addition, 
items that were notarized included contracts concluded among the citizens, 
such as purchase and sales agreements on property, leases of houses, 
appointments, loans, donations and so forth. Moreover, Jegal papers 

and records of births and deaths as well as family compositions and docu- 


ments concerning the affairs of nonresidents and their dependents were 
notarized. Notary work undertaken during this period aimed at certifying 
the economic contracts entered into between corporations and enterprises, 


with particular emphasis on strengthening investigations at the time these 
contracts were signed. According to figures compiled by concerned units, 
violations of contracts that had not been notarized accounted for 10 to 25 
percent of the total number of contracts signed by the capitalists. This 
figure dropped to 1 to 5 percent after the contracts were notarized. 
{HK311017] The shortcomings and mistakes made by state-owned enterprises 
when notary work was performed were brought to the attention of concerned 
departments and corrected. Thus, notary work for certifying legal documents 
and records of facts helped to safeguard the legitimate rights of citizens, 
prevent disputes and reduce litigation. Practice has proven that notary 
work undertaken at that time yielded gratifying results and attested to 




















its tine system, However, notary work was weakened due to a lack of proper 
guidance and the prevalence of shortcomings and mistakes. It was completely 
abolished when Lin Biao and the “gang of four" were running amuck. 


After the smashing of the “gang of four," notary work was gradually restored 
while the number of documentary certifications quickly increased across 
the land. According to statistics, Beijing's notary office in the past 

3 years has registered 4,799 contracts and other documents, mostly 
concerning foreign trade and the affairs of nonresidents and foreigners 
residing in China. In the first half of this year alone, 1,737 documents 
were handled. They included records of births, residence, records of 
education, marriage, authorizations, agreements of trust, citizenship 
status, family compositions, and so forth. Notarization effectively 
protects the legitimate rights and property of these people, as well as 
of Chinese organizations and citizens, from legal encroachment and 
promotes iuternational exchanges. 


In light of our country's development of socialist construction and the 
expansion of international exchanges, notary work has to be greatly 
strengthened. To perfect this work, we believe the following things 

should be done well: 

First, notary organizations in various parts of the country should make 
vigorous efforts to create conditions for expanding notary work. Judicial 
departments should in particular quickly strengthen notary organizations, 
recruit more notary personnel and raise the professional skill of notaries. 


Second, articles on notary work should be included in the PRC's projected 
civil code now being drafted, because notarization will give teeth to signed 
contracts or other legal documents. 


Third, since documents related to indebtedness clearly define the rights of 
creditors and the obligations of debtors, notarization will enable creditors 
to claim repayment of debts from debtors who may refuse to pay. The reason 
for this is that once documents concerning indebtedness are certified to 

be legally in order by notarial organizations, they are legally binding on 

the contracting parties. In such cases, the court can be asked to take 
mandatory action against the defaulting party. It is, therefore, proposed 
that the PRC's projected civil code make specific provisions on this question. 


Fourth, it is also suggested that the Ministry of Justice summarize the work 


experience of notary organizations in various localities and formulate a 
PRC notary act for approval and promulgation by the State Council.

"GUANGMING RIBAO' ON GUANGZHOU SYMPOSIUM ON SUN YATSEN

{[Report: "Symposium on Dr Sun Yatsen and the Revolution of 1911 Held in 
Guangzhou" J 


[Text] The symposium jointly held by Zhongshan University, the 1911 
Revolution Research Society and the Guangdong History Society took place 
in Guangzhou from 19 to 27 November 1979. This was the biggest symposium 
on Dr Sun Yatsen and the 1911 revolution since 1961. 


This symposium implemented the party's principle of "letting a hundred 
flowers blossom and a hundred schools of thought contend” and fully 
encouraged academic democracy. It appraised certain historical figures, 
historical incidents and political factions in a new way according to the 
spirit of emancipating the minds and seeking truth from facts. At the 

same time, it was neither restricted by words or phrases in books nor 
fettered by traditional ideas, but boldly raised new problems and new ideas. 


The symposium discussed the following four problems in great depth: 


1. The historical roles played by Dr Sun Yatsen and the revolution of 1911. 
Many comrades pointed out that Dr Sun Yatsen's idea of democracy was the 
most advanced and the most scientific in China at that time. He consistently 
persisted in opposing feudal absolutism and was the first person to suggest 
the establishment of a revolutionary party, the formulation of revolutionary 
programs and the launching of armed struggles. For a bourgeois revolu- 
tionary, the practice of the three great policies during his later years 

was particularly unprecedented. All these were his immortal contributions 
and he deserves to be called the banner of the Chinese Democratic Revolution. 
Some comrades thought that the past evaluations of the 1911 revolution 

were on the low side. From the point of view c* tistorical materialism, 

in modern Chinese history, only the revolution vu. 1911 could change the 
relations of production, represent the new modes of production and create 

a new ideology. It was the only historical incident which could be said 

to be revolutionary. 


The revolution brought about the great development of democratic ideas. 
Without this revolution, the new "May 4th 


culture movement in 1919 would 








not have been possible. Some comrades also talked about the many weaknesses 
of Dr Sun Yatsen and the revolution of 1911 which could not have been over- 
come due to the limitations of time and class. The comrades had differing 
opinions on Dr Sun's philosophical ideas. Some thought that he held the 
views of idealism and dualism; some thought he had materialist views; others 
thought that his outlook on nature was materialist while his outlook on 
society was idealist. 


2. The Nanjing provisional government. Some comrades pointed out that 
previously no importance had been attached to the Nanjing government, which 
had been regarded as useless because it only existed for 3 months and its 
class status was complicated, with revolutionaries, constitutionalists and 
old bureaucrats each constituting one-third of the members. However, 

Dr Sun Yatsen was president of the provisional government, ard the one who 
virtually played the role was Huang Xing. Though there were some old 
bureaucrats among the leaders, most of the deputy leaders who held actual 
power were members of the Chinese Revolutionary League. Thirty-three of the 
43 members of parliament were also members of the Chinese Revolutionary 
League. Though the laws announced by the government were not put into 
practice, the contents reflected the system of a democratic republic. 
Therefore, it was of historical significance and should be properly 
evaluated. At that time, there were serious problems facing the provincial 
government. One was that the government itself was full of contradictions. 
The other was its failure to watch out for Yuan Shikai. These were 
precisely the reasons why it collapsed so quickly. 


{HK180930] 3. The evaluation of personalities. Many comrades suggested 
that the study of important personalities in the revolution of 1911 should 
be strengthened. The symposium went particularly into the questions of 
Huang Xing, Song Jiaoren, Zhang Taiyan and other personages. It was 
thought that Huang Xing had made important contributions in revolutionary 
practice, but study on him in recent years was rare. Song Jiaoren played 
an important role in the provisional government and it was erroneous 

to have criticized him as a "parliamentary cretinist" in the previous 
years. He was the first person who shed blood and sacrificed himself 
while striving for Chinese democratic government. Some comrades pointed 
out that Zhang Taiyan's thoughts were rather complicated. He played 
different roles in different periods and we must make specific analysis 
on him. On the whole, he was a patriot and a revolutionary but had a 
strong feudal mentality. In the earlier stages, he contributed to the 
creation of revolutionary public opinions; in the later stages, he made 
mistakes because he was anticommunist. 


4. On constitutionalists. Many comrades thought we should not condemn 
the constitutionalists out of hand. They were in the upper strata of the 
national bourgeoisie. They opposed imperialism, propagated patriotism, 
advocated the vigorous development of trade and industry, opposed 
absolutism, suggested limited democracy and exposed the swindle of the 
Qing government's false constitution. All these were beneficial to the 
revolution. They started the movement of protecting the railroads which 
was an incident that touched off the Wuchang uprising. After that, the 
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constitutionalists in every province advocated independence and accelerated 
the collapse of the Qing government. This also played a positive role. 
They should be given a proper historical position. After the revolution 

of 1911, the constitutionalists and the revolutionaries were diametrically 
opposed to each other. This did severe harm to the revolution and should 
be criticized. Some comrades thought that we should affirm the premise 
that the constitutionalists supported an absolute monarchy and were 
reactionary, but that among them there were different people who behaved 
differently in different periods of time. Their merits and faults 

should be analyzed in specific ways. 


The symposium suggested that historians carry out monographic study on the 
unsolved problems in great depth, unfold the study of local history, sort 
out and publish materials on the revolution of 1911 and strive to gain 
more fruits of study before the 70th anniversary of the 1911 revolution 

in 1981.

[Text] In his national day speech, Comrade Ye Jianying pointed out: "At 
present there are serious shortcomings in our cadre system, which are hardly 
conducive to the discovery, selection and training of bright people or to 
gradually lowering the average age of our cadres and to raising their 
professional competence. Furthermore, the system tends to stifle and waste 
many talents." 


ihe problem pointed out by Comrade Ye Jianying also permeates the cadre 

tem of our liberation army. In fact, for more than 20 years the 
training, promotion, appointment and dismissal of cadres have not been 
based on the cadres’ abilities and ideological qualities, but on their 
loyalty to certain persons. 


Look back at the 1958 plenary session of the party Central Committee held 

at Lushan. To safeguard the cause of our party, army and people, comrades 
Peng Dehuai and Huang Kecheng resolutely criticized the erroneous line 

and eliminated the strict rule of loyalty to the leader alone. But they 
were falsely charged as being antiparty. They were dismissed from their 
jobs, and a large-scale purge was carried out in the units against so-called 
persons who had connections with the Peng Dehuai antiparty clique. Among 
the army’s senior cadres alone, more than three-fourths were transferred. 
Moreover, all commanders and fighters of the army were ordered to (?sclemnly) 
pledge loyalty to the great supreme commander and his close comrade-in-arms 
and successor, deputy supreme commander Lin Biao. Then, later, Lin Biao 
himself was accused of betraying the great leader. After the tragic death 
of the so-called close comrade-in-arms and successor, another purge was 
begun in the army to strike at and persecute persons vho had connections 
with and loyalty to Lin Biao. 





In the large-scale purges that took place one after another over the past 
more than 20 years, no one knows how many cadres have been attacked and 
struggled against and dismissed and prosecuted, and no one knows how many 
commanders, who had worked hard and performed meritorious services, were 
rich in experience and were highly respected for their moral character, 
have been blatantiv and illegally persecuted, even cruelly murdered, 
because they were not loyal to certain persons. Thus for a long time many 
bright people have been stifled and wasted. 
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After the death of Chairman Mao and the downfall of the “gang of four,” we 
were given an order--we must hold high Chairman Mao's banner and resolutely 
defend Chairman Hua, and we must advance wherever Chairman Hua points his 
finger. Thus the old custom and bad habit of demanding personal !oyalty 
was again forced on all cadres of the army. The only difference was that 
in the past we were forced to pledge loyalty to Chairman Mao, but now 

we were forced to pledge loyalty to Chairman Hua. 


Since Comrade Deng Xiaoping was reinstated in his party, government and 
military positions, although he has made a great fanfare and disguised 
himsel!t as a hero who opposed the erroneous line and opposed Lin Biao 
and the “gang of four," his policies in army-building have followed the 
old routine. In his own personal interests, Vice Premier Deng, taking 
advantage of his position and power, has wilfully dismissed, transferred 
and promoted cadree in military units from the central down to the local 
levels. The basic criterion for evaluating cadres today remains how loyal 
they are to the leader himself. At present, the evaluation of army cadres 
has in fact been boiled down to one point, namely, whether or not you 
support Vice Premier Deng's policies. For example, in discussing the 
question of practice being the only criterion of truth, you must express 
full support for Vice Premier Deng's principles and policies; and in dis- 
cussing domestic and foreign policies, you must unhesitatingly support 
Vice Premier Deng's decisions and actions. Even when earlier in the year 
responsible commanders collectively studied our army's strategy and 
tactics in attacking Vietnam, they did not dare to openly express their 
own opinions. The commanders conducting the war did not dare to point 
out wrong directions from the headquarters of the general staff, for fear 
of offending that “absolute authority." The selection of new cadres now 
going on in the army is mainly based not on the cadres’ abilities but on 
whether or not they are loyal to that “absolute authority.” 


Under these circumstances, can we possibly discover, select and train 
cadres and gradually lower the average age of our cadres and raise their 
professional competence, as Comrade Ye Jianying told us?

[Text] When the “gang of four" were in power, criticizing anarchism was 
forbidden. People were prohibited to criticize it because it was alleged 
that anarchism was slightly progressive. Zhang Chungiao often quoted 
Lenin to show that anarchism was actually quite adorable. 


What did Lenin say about anarchism? He said: “Anarchism has frequently 
been a sort of punishment for the opportunist sins of the working class 
movement.” The logic of the “gang of four" was that since “capitalist 
readers” practiced “revisionism” and enforced “controls, checks and 
repression,” anarchism appeared as a “reaction” to the suppression of 
the “revisionist line.” According to this logic, the appearance of 
inarchism did not come as a surprise but was in fact good tor criticizing 
“revisionism.” Small wonder the "gang of four” decried “the backlash 

of right deviation restoration" in 1972 when many localities followed 
Premier Zhou directives in criticizing anarchism and safeguarding normal 
production and work order. 


What kind of stuff is anarchism? Let us first examine the implications 

of Lenin's remark which appears in the booklet “'Leftwing' Communism, An 
Infantile Disorder.” Lenin's reference to anarchism was accompanied by 

nis assertion that “the two monstrosities [anarchism and opportunism] 

were mutually complementary." Since they were “mutually complementary,” 
why was the one “loathsome” and the other “adorable?” In the international 
working class movement, the anarchists and opportunists in fact played 
identical roles. What Lenin referred to as opportunism primarily meant 
those right opportunists who advocated class conciliation. In the eyes 

of the opportunists, it was unnecessary to overthrow a bourgeois government 
because the introduction of some reforms was enough. With regard to 
anarchism, it acted differently for it did not want any government. 
However, in actual circumstances bourgeois governments existed objectively 
while governments of proletarian dictatorship would have to be set up wath 
popular efforts. Therefore, to forego all forms of government was no 
different than to repudiate the proletarian govervment. Obviously, the 
opportunists were trying to maintain bourgeois rule from the right while 
the anarchists were doing so from the “left.” Both were motivated by 
identical considerations. 











Therefore, to say that anarchism was progressive in nature was fabricated 
by the “gang of four" to serve their ulterior motives. What they called 
the “revisionist line" was precisely the correct line advocated by the 
party Central Committee. They incited anarchism for the purpose of over- 
throwing the party Central Committee's correct line and disrupting pro- 
letarian rule, thus paving the way for them to set up a new regine. 
Anarchism exactly played this role during the Great Cultura! Revolution. 


Acting in line with the logic of the “gang of four,” some people still 
have the audacity to assert that anarchism is caused by bureaucratism 

and that the former is good for overthrowing the latter. Under the 
intluence of this assertion, a number of people have openly advocated 
so-called “extensive democracy" by flaunting banners demanding democracy 
and freedom and calling for efforts to combat bureaucratism and privilege. 
By doing so, they have disrupted normal production, work and social order. 
We wint to shout at these people who do not know that their minds have 
been poisoned by the “gang of four": “anarchism is reactionary." 

Is it true that "anarchism is caused by bureaucratism?" Some people have 
made trouble as they please by attacking government organs while others 
have loitered their time away by their aversion to discipline. Who are 
responsible for the lawless acts and wrongdoing of some people? Is it 
bureaucratic to crack down on unreasonable demands and lawless acts and 
criticize wrong ideas? Our answer is explicit: rather than bureaucratic, 
it is truly Marxist-Leninist. 


Is it true that “anarchism is good for overcoming bureaucratism?” Some 
people believe that higher level authorities will pay attention to problems 
when they become serious and will then try to solve them. This is of course 
wishful thinking, for communists do things according to principles, following 
the guidelines provided by party policies. If things conform with estab- 
lished policies, they will be solved regardless of troublemakers. If 
problems are at variance with the party's policies, they will be ignored 
even if people make more trouble. Some people regard those who do things 
according to established policies as bureaucratic and make trouble when 
their demands are not met. In dealing with these troublemakers, firm, 
unyielding steps are called for. 


Does that mean bureaucratism should not be opposed? No. Our party has 
always opposed those who overlook the weifare of the masses and who ride 
roughshed over them. It has advocated that party and government leaders 
at all levels should humbly listen to the views of the masses as well as 
their proposals and requests. With regard to bureaucratism, as a general 
rule the advocates of bureaucratic practices snould be criticized ana 
given persuasive education. In serious cases the offenders should be 
subjected to party discipline and the laws of the land. Our party is 
also taking steps to pertect various systems by stages to combat bureau- 
cratism in the lone run. Since anarchists disrupt normal production, 

work and social order and harm the interests of the state and people, they 
encourage evil doers to create disturbances rather than contribute anything 
to solving problems. Can we say that anarchism is good for combating 
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bureaucratism? 
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Chairman Mao pointed out many times that democracy and centralism, treedom 
and discipline and personal and collective interests constitute the unity 
of opposites and are mutually complementary. Attenticn should be given 
to democracy, freedom and personal interests on the one hand and to 
centralism, discipline and collective interests on the other. However, 
the advocates of anarchism try to identify the proletarian concepts of 
democracy and freedom with bourgeois liberalizaticn and turn legitimate 
personal interests into individualism in the extreme. Such acts will 
neutralize the current effort to maintain stability and unity in carrying 
out the modernization program. We must fully recognize their danger and 
resolutely combat them. 


Naturally, anarchism manifests itself in many ways such as paying lip 
service in a political sense to the party's policies and guidelines while 
actually opposing them, doing things in one's own way, failing to honor 
contracts, regarding plans as trifling matters, disobeying the party's 
centralized leadership, and so forth. Since these anarchic acts jeopardize 
the realization of the four modernizations, thev should be resolutely 
overcome.

[Text] In purchasing the most modern weapons from the Western capitalist 
countries in the future, we do not have to buy the patent technical 
papers; what we should do is to copy the samples of these weapons and 
order our ordnance factories to engage in mass production of such modern 
weapons and equipment--this is a new idea which was put forward by some 
comrades recently. They held that this method will rapidly bring about 

a big leap torward in modernizing our army. 


Some leading personnel opposed this proposal when it was being discussed 
at a meeting called by the Central Military Commission of the CCP Central 
Committee. But Comrade Deng Xiaoping stood firm on this proposal. It 

is seemingly quite possible that this proposal will be imposed upon our 
national defense industry. Now we would like to present the following 
ditferent opinions of some of the leading personne]: 


Although this proposal is seemingly very conducive and attractive, it is 
actually absolutely unrealistic. Like the economic plan in the new long 
march, a plan which runs counter to the actual conditions of our country, 
the so-called big leap forward in arms production will definitely end up 

in utter defeat. First of all, our country lacks the technical foundation 
for manufacturing such modern and highly sophisticated weapons. Second, 

it is true that there are many outstanding and experienced engineers and 
technicians in our national defense departments, and that they are most 
capable and highly skillful. However, if we use them to copy the samples 
of purchased weapons without the support of blueprints and necessary techni- 
cal conditions, then it will be a waste of manpower and time, and it will 
be impossible to manufacture large quantities of highly sophisticated 
military equipment. Third, in the present era when technology is advancing 
so swiftly, the imitated weapons are actually not the most advanced. 
Meanwhile, (?it is impossible) for us to use the production mode which is 
similar to the handicraft industry's to manufacture the most sophisticated 
military equipment. herefore, we cannot modernize our army by relying 

on weapon production through the production mode which is similar to the 
handicraft industry's. 


Now we must honestly admit that Comrade Deng Xiaoping's great plan and 
fantastic idea of buying large quantities of sophisticated and modern 
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equipment from the West have actually failed. During Comrade Hua Guofeng's 
recent tour in Western Europe, the leaders of these capitalist countries 
actually refused to sell large amounts of most modern weapons to China. 

We originally planned to purchase the most modern and effective wespons 

and military technical know-how and . juipment from the West. The rajor 
items include antitank weapons, air-to-air missiles and surface-to- surface 
missiles. We once attempted to buy antitank weapons, remote control guided 
missiles, antitank aircraft, helicopters, air defense weapons, air-to-air 
missiles and the most modern air defense facilities. We have also planned 
to import shipborne surface-to-surface missiles and antisubmarine weapons 
to strengthen our navy. We have learned from the experience accumulated 
from the Vietnam war that the PLA is in urgent need of modernizing its 
communications equipment and command system. But now we have no choice 

but to put away our purchase orders. 


In short, the entire plan has failed, and facts indicate that Comrade 
Deng Xiaoping's plan of mass production with purchased weapons from the 
West as samples has also turned out to be unrealistic. 


One may ask, which is actually the correct road for our army's modernization? 
Commenting on our country's economic construction, many comrades have lately 
pointed out that in the early days of the founding of new China, the 
achievements won in the first five-year plan period are most conspicuous. 
During that period, 156 major industrial enterprises were established in 
China, thus laying the necessary foundation for China's socialist industriali- 
zation. These comrades’ opinions merit our attention. In this connection, 
we would also like to point out that we built the foundation for our modern 
industry in the first five-year plan period, and based on this very 
foundation we began to manufacture aircraft, tanks, modern artillery pieces, 
automatic weapons and other types of arms and modern military equipment. 
Everyone may still remember that we relied on complete blueprints, technical 
procedures and technical know-how in building our ordnance factories; we 
received effective guidance and vigorous support from equipment installation 
to production, thanks to this correct path, we were able to start producing 
large quantities of arms and military equipment for the needs of our army 
within a very short time. Although many years have passed, we still should 
not neglect the past successful experience militarily and economically.

Second Session Held

[Text] Taiyuan, 27 Dec--The second session of Shanxi's Fifth Provincial 
People's Congress was held in Taiyuan 20-25 December. 


The 1,092 delegates from the province heard and discussed the work report 
given by Wang Qian, chairman of the Shanxi Provincial Revolutionary 
Committee, on behalf of the provincial revolutionary committee. They 
recalled the achievements scored by the province in the past 2 years, 
analyzed existing difficulties and problems and discussed prospects for 
modernization in Shanxi and the tasks to be carried out in readjusting 
the national economy. 


The delegates approved the work report plan to build Shanxi into China's 
coal energy base. They pointed out that a specific long-term plan for 
modernizing Shanxi should be formulated by integrating the needs of the 
four modernizations with Shanxi's characteristics. Shanxi has rich coal 
resources. Prospecting was determined that the coal deposits in the 
province account for one-third of the known coal deposits throughout the 
country. Moreover, the coal in Shanxi is good quality, has a wide range 
of variety and its seams are stable. Since the coal seams are not very 
deep, less investment money is needed to exploit the coal, and since

excavating the coal can be done quickly, Shanxi's coal deposits are an 
ideal energy treasure house for China's four modernizations. The delegates 
said that they would consciously and actively make the greatest effort for 
the construction of the coal energy base. 


The delegates said that the building of such a coal energy base did not 
mean downgrading the importance of agriculture as the foundation of the 
national economy.

"RENMIN RIBAO' COMMENTS ON QI BENYU'S ARTICLE

[Text] The 11 December GUANGMING RIBAO and issue No 12 of LISHI YANJIU 
separately publish an article entitled "Commenting on Qi Benyu's ‘Patriotism 
or National Betrayal'" by comrades Yang Dongliang and Wang Junyi and another 
article of the same title by comrades Zuo Buqing and Zhang Mingjiu. The 

two articles criticize Qi Benyu's "patriotism or national betrayal" dished 
out in March 1976. 


The two articles point out that Qi Benyu reversed historical facts, 
distorted and confused the relationships between patriotism and national 
betrayal, revolution and reform and anti-imperialism and xenophobia. 

In the name of criticizing the film "The Secret History of the Qing Court," 
he started a large-scale public denunciation campaign. Actually, even 
though "The Secret History of the Qing Court" was only an ordinary 
historical film, Qi Benyu nevertheless took advantage of the incident to 
exaggerate matters, clamoring that "a serious struggle has unfolded" 
"centered on this reactionary film ‘The Secret History of the Qing Court 
"between the proletarian revolutionaries headed by Chairman Mao and a 
handful of counterrevolutionary revisionists." He also clamored in a 
bellicose way: "Raising this issue again" is for the sake of “overthrowing 
this handful of counterrevolutionary revisionists." This is a complete 
revelation of his sinister motive in criticizing "The Secret History of 

the Qing Court." 


Is "The Secret History of the Qing Court," condemned by Qi Benyu as 
national betrayal, actually patriotism or national betrayal? This depends 
on the specific contents and main trends of the film. In modern Chinese 
history, the main specific contents of patriotism have been: in anti- 
aggression wars, we had to defend our motherland and resolutely repel the 
invasion of imperialists; when the nation's existence was in peril, we 
had to speedily reform the rotten and declining feudal system, eliminate 
the evils of the society or even rise up in revolution to overthrow the 
dying feudal rule. China at the end of the 19th century was confronted 
with two urgent problems that had to be solved. One was opposing foreign 
aggression and saving the nation from peril and the other was creating 











conditions for the development of Chinese capitalism which had already 
emerged. On behalf of the interests of the newly emerging national 
bourgeoisie, the reformists represented by Kang Youwei called for political 
reform to save the country and enable it to become strong. This advocacy 
for political reform won the support of Emperor Guang Xu who had lofty 
ideals. However, the diehards headed by Ci Xi were extremely hostile 
toward any positive reform. "The Secret History of the Qing Court" reflects, 
on the whole, the historical facts of this period. It affirms and extolls 
the reformists and the support given by Guang Xu to the retorm movement 

and castigates and exposes such feudal diehards as Ci Xi. How could such 

a film be regarded as national betrayal? 


According to Qi Benyu's theories, anyone in history who "followed the 
capitalist road" or any matter which was connected with capitalism was 
completely incorrect and reactionary. He arbitrarily commented on the 
historical development from the reform movement of 1898 right up to the 
early period following the founding of new China when our party implemented 
its policy for capitalists. He made an alarmist talk about a sinister line. 
It seemed as if a great number of leading cadres in our party had whole- 
heartedly groveled at the feet of capitalists and were dead set on 
following the capitalist road. Therefore, a storm of "rebellion" and 
“seizing power" had to be unavoidably stirred up. The comrade who once 
affirmed the patriotic trend of "The Secret History of the Qing Court" 

was incriminated to a terribly shocking degree. 


The two articles add that the other big stick Qi Benyu wielded was to attack 
the so-called "“reformists" and those who correctly evaluated the reform 
movement. How should we treat revolution and reform in history? A basic 
Marxist principle is that analysis of anything hinges on conditions, place 
and time. The reform movement of 1898 was a bourgeois reform movement 
iaunched in China at the end of the 19th century. As far as its background, 
nature and historical role were concerned, it was entirely different from 
the reformism in some European capitalist countries which occurred in the 
same period but with the aim of opposing socialist revolution. At that 
time, the bourgeois democratic revolution in Western Europe had already 
ended and the proletarian revolution was on the rise. Reformism had 
corrupted the proletarian revolution. However, to deal with the national 
crisis, reformists in China put forward their proposals for making China 
rich and strong. Undoubtedly, this reform movement conformed with the 
historical trend. Classic Marxist authors maintained that reform and 
revolution were two different forms of the progress of history. When 
conditions were not ripe for revolution, the reform movement played a 

role in molding public opinion and building up forces. 


[HK311350}) Qi Benyu's other purpose in reviling the reformists was to 
preach the theory of violence. Lin Biao and the "gang of four" repeatedly 
preached such a theory to instigate struggle by force. They stirred up 
very destructive "revolution by violence" characterized by all-out civil 
war. In this respect, Qi Benyu's article played a vicious role. 


The two articles also point out that, under the pretence of praising the 
peasants’ revolution, Oi Benyu recklessly exaggerated and flattered it. 
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He absurdly took the weakness and Limitations of peasants as fine examples 
worthy of learning and a legacy of revolution that should be inherited. 

Qi Benyu fully affirmed without the slightest analysis the blind antiforeign 
actions of Yi He Tuan such as "killi:g foreigners," “beheading foreigners," 
changing the Dong Jiao Min Xiang where foreign embassies were located to 
"aie Yang [slicing foreigners] street" and the imperial moat bridge to the 
"Duan Yang [stopping foreigners] bridge." It is manifest that Qi Benyu 
compared the Yi He Tuin movement to the "Red Guards movement" and intended 
to exploit the naiveness and fanaticism on the part of some young people 

to sabotage the party's diplomatic line and stir up trouble. 


In a word, Qi Benyu fabricated history and wronged and incrimated the 
ancients. His purpose in doing so was nothing but to plot a conspiracy 
under the pretext of criticizing "The Secret History of the Qing Court." 
Since the evil plot has now been laid bare, the wrong should eventually 
be righted.

[Text] "Anarchism or Socialism?" an important work written by Stalin in 
his early period, is a book of universal significance in that it profoundly 
criticizes the slogan and world outlook of anarchism, scientifically 
explains the slogan and world outlook of Marxism and enriches the treasure 
house of Marxist theory. After suffering from the 10-year catastrophe 
caused by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" and from the anarchist trend of 
thought they stirred up, the Chinese people are now rapidly tending the 
serious wounds inflicted upon them by Lin Biao and the "gang of four,” 
working with one heart and one mind and valiantly marching in step toward 
the magnificent goal of realizing the four modernizations under the 
leadership of the party Central Committee. However, the trend of anarchist 
thought has not diminished following the downfall of Lin Biao and the 

"gang of four." In certain localities, it still crops up and becomes a 
huge stumbling block on our road of advance toward the four modernizations. 
Under such circumstances, it is of practical significance to restudy 
Stalin's criticism of anarchism in this brilliant work. 


Anarchism stems from the ancient Greek word "anarchos," which means "the 
state of powerlessness and disorder." Modern anarchist trends of thought 
came into being in 19th century Europe. Stirner, the German petty 

bourgeois thinker who was once criticized by Marx and Engels, was the 

first to advocate such thoughts. However, it was Proudhon, the "Father 

of anarchism," who turned anarchism into a political faction. Bakunin and 
Kropotkin were the best-known representatives of anarchism after these 
thoughts spread into Russia. In the early 20th century, instigated by 
Kropotkin's successor Cherkezishvili, the anarchist organizations in Russia's 
outer Caucasus frenziedly opposed the Russian socialist democratic party. 
Stalin, who was then conducting revolutionary activities in the outer 
Caucasus, promptly published this militant document to clarify the fact 

that the anarchists were the true foes of Marxism rather than being genuine 
socialists and revolutionaries, thus dealing a head-on blow to the anarchist 
organizations in the outer Caucasus. 








Anarchism strongly retlects the selfish ideas and the destructive psychology 
of petty private owners and lumpen proletarians. The core of the anarchists‘ 
world outlook is ultraindividualism. Stirner flagrantly declared: "As I 
see it, there is nothing more supreme than oneself." Marxism is the ideo- 
logical system of the proletariat. The Marxists’ world outlook is permeated 
with the spirit of collectivism. Therefore, the difference between Marxism 
and anarchism is not only one of strategy, but also one of principle built 
upoa. two entirely different types of world outlook, just as Stalin said in 
his book: "Marxism and anarchism are built upon entirely different 
principles, despite the fact that both come into the arena of the struggle 
under the flag of socialism. The cornerstone of anarchism is the individual, 
whose emancipation, according to its tenets, is the principal condition 

for the emancipation of the masses, the collective body. According to the 
tenets of anarchism, the emancipation of the masses is impossible until the 
individual is emancipated. Accordingly, its slogan is: ‘Everything for 

the individual.’ The cornerstone of Marxism, however, is the masses, 

whose emancipation, according to its tenets, is the principal condition 

for the emancipation of the individual. That is to say, according to the 
tenets of Marxism, the emancipation of the individual is impossible until 
the masses are emancipated. Accordingly, its slogan is ‘everything for 

the masses.'" (Stalin: Collected Works, Vol 1 p 273) All quotes in 

this article are taken from this book unless otherwise stated.) 

The anarchist slogan of “everything for the individual," is quite capable 
of misleading the people. "The masses" is an abstract term and is composed 
of human beings. If each and every tangible human being is emancipated, 
does this not mean that the masses are emancipated? This is as simple 

as the mathematical formula “one plus one equals two." However, simple 
mathematical formulas are insufficient for answering complicated social 
problems like the problem of the emancipation of the proletariat. The 
proletariat is the most advanced class in the history of mankind and is 
also the last exploited class in history. As far es historical mission is 
concerned, "the working class is setting itself the great and epoch-making 
aims of liberating humanity from every form of oppression and exploitation 
of man by man." (Lenin: Collected Works, Vol 8 p 5) As far as the 
condition of its emancipation is concerned, the proletariat must funda- 
mentally eradicate the social conditions for the existence and reemergence 
of economic exploitation and political oppression. That is, eliminate 
private ownership and classes, if it wants ultimate emancipation. It is 
tased on these two points that proletarian revolutionary teachers have 
repeatedly pointed out: The proletariat cannot ultimately emancipate 
itself until all mankind is emancipated. 








[HK31.’10] This is so with the ema..cipation of classes as well as 

indiv suals. The anarciiists all along flaunted the banner of working for 

the emancipation and interests of proletarian individuals and styled 
themselves as the "saviors" of the working people--"everything for the 
individual"--was in fact a dose of opium meant to corrupt the working 

people. It not only cannot bring true happiness and emancipation to the 
proletarian individuals but will bring destruction and pain to the collective 
and other people in many cases. As Engels said: "The urge toward happiness 
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is satisfied only by exception by a man's preoccupation with himself, and 
never to his and other people's advantage." (Marx and Engels: Selected 
Works, Vol 4 p 234) Marxism does not deny the emancipation and interests 
of the proletarian individuals, and has waged protracted and unremitting 
Struggles to this end. However, the individual emancipation and interests 
ot proletarians as understood by Marxists are fundamentally different 

from the anarchists’ understanding of them. Anarchism regards people as 
abstract and isolated individuals of mankind and deems that individual 
emancipation and interests have nothing to do with the social emancipation 
and collective interests. Marxism regards people as the sum total of 
social relations under given historical conditions and as the unity of 
opposities--the collective society and the individual person. The 
individual emancipation and interests of proletarians must be in harmony 
with the course of history and closely merged with social emancipation 

and collective interests. Marx was the first to put forward this concept. 
In his early work "A Critique of Hegelian Philosophy," he pointed out that 
as tar as the proletariat is concerned, “general emancipation is the 
prerequisite of any partial emancipation.” (Marx and Engels: Selected 
Workd, Vol 1 p 13) Stalin developed Marx's concept in his book “Anarchism 
or Socialism" by putting forward the slogan “everything for the masses." 

He emphasized that it is only with the progress of history and in the 
course of fighting for the realization of social emancipation and collective 
interests that individual emancipation and interests can be ultimately 
achieved." This is also true in actual life. In the society under the 
rule of the exploiting classes, the working people are unable to decide 
their own destiny. Only by overthrowing the rule by the exploiting classes 
and abolishing the system of exploitation will the working people become 
the masters of the state and their own enterprises and their own individual 
emancipation be truly insured. In a socialist society, particularly in a 
socialist society like that of China where economy was originally not well 
developed, the level of production and consumption in our entire society 
remains low at present, and the elevation of workers’ individual standards 
of living is still limited, despite the fact that the party and the 
government have shown concern over and protected workers’ individual 
material interests, and permitted and encouraged workers to become well-to-do 
themselves first through their own hard work. This is owing to the 10-year 
sabotage by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" in addition to our own errors 
in our work. Only by realizing the four modernizations, vigorously develop- 
ing the productive forces in society, fundamentally changing China's 
economic backwardness, and greatly raising the level of consumption and 
production in the entire society will it be possible to fundamentally 
satisfy the workers’ individual material interests and greatly raise their 
standards of living.

The antithesis between Marxism and anarchism not only manifests itself in 
the way of realizing tlh.- emancipation--the mutual relationship between the 
emancipation of the masses and the emancipation of individuals--but it also 
manifests itself in formulating the means to seek the emancipation and in 
setting up the goal for such emancipation. First of all, anarchism attaches 








importance only to the strength of individuals who either place hope for 
emancipation of the proletariat on the kindheartedness of individual 

rulers or resort to individual terrorist and assassination activities. 

They oppose reliance on the strength of the collective and any struggle 

by mass organizations. Marxism does not deny the strength of individuals. 
However, Marxism holds that the basic strength for emancipation of the 
proletariat lies in getting the masses organized. Lenin once pointed out: 
"The strength of the working class lies in organization. Unless the masses 
are organized, the proletariat is nothing. Organized--it is everything." 
(Lenin: Collected Works, Vol 11 p 301) This is true before the proletariat 
seizes political power, and when it is making revolution to overthrow 

the rule of the bourgeoisie. It is particularly true after the seizure 

of political power by the proletariat and during the period of transition 
to socialism and communism. The socialist system of public ownership and 
socialized mass production have created favorable conditions for organizing 
the masses better and have also set forth higher requirements in organizing 
the masses. In a country like China, which has a vast territory and a large 
population and whose economy is not well developed, it is all the more 
necessary to stress that the masses in their hundreds of millions should 

be organized to march toward the common goal of the four modernizations. 

To organize the masses, it is essential to practice democratic centralism 
and to conscientiously observe iron discipline. Under no circumstances 

are a small number of people allowed to take advantage of promoting 
democracy, to practice anarchism and to take advantage of emancipating 

the mind in order to advocate bourgeois liberalization and to undermine 
democratic centralism and revolutionary discipline. 


[HK311415] Second, anarchism advocates and seeks individual absolute 
democracy and freedom and regards these as a sign of individual emancipa- 
tion. It alleges that the future socialist society will be an anarchist 
state only with democracy and freedom and "without orders, authority, 
obedience or sanctions," in which centralism and discipline of any 
character will be opposed. Marxism holds that democracy and centralism 
are the unity of opposites, as are freedom and necessity. Democracy 
basically means rule by the majority of the people. The majority must 

be united in will and action in order to exercise their rule. Shortly 
after the victory of the October Revolution, Lenin stressed the need to 
“establish the strictest system of personal responsibility and to carry 
out orders unconditionally, conscientiously and according to discipline, 
while doing labor." This concept was regarded as one of democracy's two 
functions. (Lenin: Collected Works, Vol 29 p 193) This concept of Lenin 
is very prcfound. Freedom essentially means the cognition and trans- 
formation of necessity. One enjoys freedom to the extent to which one 

has known and transformed necessity. For instance, before people knew the 
principles of space flight and made spaceships, they did not enjoy the 
freedom of space flight. From this it can be seen that both democracy 

and freedom are relative. The individual absolute democracy and freedom 
advocated by anarchism have always been utopian illusions. These illusions 
always corrupt the proletariat. Today they play a role in undermining our 
organizations and discipline and in interfering with and disrupting our 
march toward the four modernizations. 











Finally, anarchism proceeds from advocating absolute democracy and freedom 
and opposing centralism and discipline to opposing all authority, states 
and governments, including the states of the dictatorship of the pro- 
letariat and governments practicing democratic centralism. Bakunin 

uttered the nonsense that in the future society, “there will be no authority 
above all, because authority--the state--is an absolute evil." Based on 
these viewpoints, the anarchist organizations in the outer Caucasus 
frenziedly opposed the Marxist viewpoints of the social democratic party 
concerning the fact that the state still exists during the period of 
socialist revolution and the need to bring about the dictatorship of the 
proletariat. They denied that social democrats are genuine socialists, 
repudiated the revolutionary and popular character of the social democratic 
party and uttered the nonsense that "the social-democrat plan for the 
dictatorship of the proletariat spells death to the revolution." Marxism 
holds that society is an entity formed by people with given relations of 
production among them and that authority is objectively based on united 
activities by people. A certain degree of authority and obedience is 
always necessary for society of any kind. Engels refuted Bakunin and asked 
him “how a society of even only two people is possible unless each gives 

up some of his authority." (Marx and Engels: "Selected Letters," p 305) 
Therefore, Marxism never abstractly opposes any authority, state or 
dictatorship and always deals with different authorities, states or 
dictatorships according to their character. In this article, Stalin 
extensively quoted the relevant writings of Marx and Engels. Citing 

the experience of the Paris commune as an example, he profoundly pointed 
out that the state is the product of a certain stage of economic develop- 
ment, which is necessarily bound up with the cleavage of society into 
classes. "The last stage in the existence of the state will be the period 
of socialist revolution, when the proletariat will capture political power 
and set up its own government (dictatorship) for the final abolition of the 
bourgeoisie.” Stalin also pointed out that there are two kinds of dictator- 
ship. One is the dictatorship of the minority, which is directed against 
the people; the other is the dictatorship of the majority, which is directed 
against the bourgeoisie and all oppressors--the dictatorship of the 
proletariat. The dictatorship of the proletariat involves two aspects, 
that is, to exercise dictatorship over the enemy and practice democracy 
among the people. Its main task is to make use of the proletarian state 
power to suppress the resistance of the overthrown exploiting classes and 
resist aggression by foreign countries; to unite the masses of working 
people in carrying out socialist construction; and to abolish classes and 
create conditions for the transition to a proletarian society. Marxism 
unremittingly opposes the dictatorship of the minority but supports the 
dictatorship of the proletariat "with both hands." The reason is that 

such a dictatorship not only does not spell death to the revolution but 

"is the magnificent beginning of the great socialist revolution." The 
anarchists confused these two mutually negating dictatorships and did the 
incredible by making war against the imaginary "evils" of Marxism, as 

Don Quixote fought the windmills. This fully revealed the true colors 

of the slanderers.

[Text] in his report on the work of the government, Comrade Xu Jiatun 
stressed: In readjusting the national economy, it is necessary to 
continue to give top priority to agriculture, bring about an all-round 
development of farming, forestry, animal husbandry, sideline production 
and fishery and adhere to the road of comprehensive developr.::t of 
agriculture, industry and commerce. 


The report says: The most important link in readjusting the national 
economy is to readjust and strengthen agriculture; further push agricul- 
ture forward to change the unstable, low-yield, incomplete and unbalanced 
state of agriculture in the province; and create conditions for building 
a flourishing agriculture and a prosperous countryside and realize 
agricultural modernization step by step. This calls for firm implementa- 
tion of the two central documents on agriculture; for maintaining the 
stability of politics, policies, cadres, labor force and the system of 
three-level ownership by the commune, the production brigade and the 
production team with the production team as the basic accounting unit in 
the rural areas; for respect for the ownership an‘ the right to make 
decisions of the communes and production brigades and teams; and for 
bringing into full play the enthusiasm of the cadres and masses and for 
raising the level of agricultural production. 


The report says: To readjust and strengthen agriculture, it is necessary, 
in planning agricultural production and arranging the cultivation of 
different crops, to see to it that the agricultural economy is developed 
in an all-round way, while paying attention to grain production. it is 
necessary to pay close attention to grain production, making sure that 
grain output keeps increasing in the course of agricultural readjustment. 
On the basis of increasing per-mu output, the rational multiple cropping 
index and to guarantee that grain output will increase steadily, some 
areas can suitably expand the acreage of industrial crops, so that 

grain, cotton, oil, fiber crops, silk, tea, sugar, vegetables, tobacco, 
fruit, medicinal herbs and other crops can all be cultivated in rational 
proportions and in the right places. The province aims to produce 

90 billion jin of grain, 10 million dan of cotton and 8 million dan of 
oil-bearing crops in 1980. Other industrial crops should also show corres- 
ponding increases. In making arrangements for the relationship among 
farming, forestry, animal husbandry, sideline production and fisheries, 
it is necessary to pay special attention to forestry and fisheries, the 
two weak links, striving to achieve real progress in 2 or 3 years. 

In animal husbandry, while further expanding hog and poultry production, 
it is necessary to promote the keeping of herbivorous animals such as 
cattle, sheep and rabbits. It is also necessary to energetically revive 
the traditional sideline occupations and to develop new ones.

The report points out: To readjust and strengthen agriculture, the most 
important thing is to develop agricultural productivity. It is necessary 
to continue to pay attention te three links, namely, water conservancy 
and tarmland capital construction, industry-producing equipment and 
supplies tor agriculture, and commune and brigade industries. It is 
necessary to conscientiously sum up the experiences of various areas in 
growing crops, do a good job in soil survey, agricultural resources 
investigation and division of agricultural regions, run comprehensive 
agricultural experimental bases well and to constantly raise the level 

of scientific farming. 


On how to raise the industrial level, Comrade Xu Jiatun said: In read- 
justing industry, it is necessary to emphasize what is important and to 
give priority to the development of the light and textile industries 

and other processing industries. Light industry should make vigorous 
etforts to improve production techniques, emphasize both the improvement 
of old products and the development of new ones, increase varieties, 
improve quality and turn out products demanded in the market. The textile 
industry should continue to expand (?production capacities) and increase 
production of export products. At the same time, we should further develop 
the electronic, chemical, light machinery, arts and crafts, building 
materials and agricultural equipment industries, which already have a 
foundation in the province, toward the goal of producing high-grade, 
precision and advanced products so that industry will have a more rational 
inner structure and stronger local features characteristic of Jiangsu.

We must seize the present, opportune 
time, mobilize all trades and professions, conduct investigations and 
study, ("compete with one another"), go all out to develop foreign trade 
and boldly enter the international market. We must learn to do business, 
learn to make foreign capital and foreign things serve our purposes and 
increase our own economic strength. We should pay attention to exports 

of [words indistinct] commodities, combine (?supply and marketing), and 
actively develop processing and assembly of goods for foreign customers 
and compensatory trade. We should expand exports and business deals 
abroad (?by the enterprises themselves), develop transport services to 
foreign lands and improve service quality. We should select personnel to 
go abroad on observation tours in a planned and purposeful way and choose 
and train foreign trade dealers. We also should further implement 
policies concerning overseas Chinese affairs and do good work among people 
in the province who have connections with overseas Chinese abroad. 


Comrade Xu Jiatun pointed out: It is necessary to resolutely curtail 
capital construction and do a good job in urban construction and 
environmental protection work.

The report says: "It is necessary to continue to suitably increase invest- 
ments for urban housing and public utilities and to strive to improve the 
relations between "flesh" and “bones.” At the same time, it is necessary

to speed up housing construction. Our aim is to build no less than 

2.5 million square meters of new houses each vear. Urban [words indistinc’ ] 
funds and the 5 percent of industrial and commercial profits set aside 

must be used strictly in accordance with the stipulations by the central 
authorities for the specific purposes of solving such urban problems as 








water shortage, crowded public transportation facilities, poor road condi-

REFORM OF EXPLOITING CLA°S ELEMENTS CARRIED OUT 
Shangahi JIEFANG RIBAO in Chinese 5 Sep 74 p 4 


[Article by Xiao Lin [5618 2651]: "The Reform of Elements of the Exploiting 
Class and the Elimination of the Exploiting Class"] 


[Text] The landlords and rich peasants who have been stripped of their 
means of production which they used for feudalist exploitation may become 
new people by reform through labor. The capitalists whose privately owned 
means of production have been bought by the state and placed under public 
ownership may be reformed and become self-supporting workers. This kind of 
reform {s a vehicle for doing away with the system of exploitation and 
consequently the elimination of the entire exploiting class. Matters like 
this and reasons behind them normally do not pose any problems. 


However, as the issue of class and class struggle had been so spuriously 
distorted by Lin Biao and the “gang of four" certain comrades find the issue 
incomprehensible and shocking, and they react as if they have never before 
heard about such matters and the reasons behind them. To rectify such 

murky impressions, it is necessary to go back to a series of pronouncements 
and policy statements of the Party and Comrade Mao Zedong on the elimination 
of the exploiting class and the reform of elements of the exploiting class. 


The landlords and rich peasants are the exploiting class in the villages. 
Comrade Mao Zedong was convinced all along that this class must be placed 
under dictatorial rule and its elements must be reformed to become new 
people. His views on the matter are easy to locate. 


In his article "On The People's Democratic Dictatorship," published in June 
1949, Comrade Mao Zedong said: “After their reactionary political regime is 
overthrown, those of the reactionary class and factions shall be provided 
land and jobs to make a living so long as they do not engage in rebellion 
and sabotage and do not create disturbances, and be allowed to reform them- 
selves through labor to become new people.” 


In his closing address at the second session of the First Political Consulta- 


tive Conference, June 1950, Comrade Mao Zedong pointed out: "The people's 
democratic dictatorship uses two different methods. The dictatorial method

applies to our enemies. This means that during a given period they are not 
allowed to participate in political activities but are required to obey the 
laws of the people's government, participate in physical labor and are 
required .o reform themselves through labor to become new people.” 


[It was stated in “Currently Outstanding Questions Concerning the Socialist 
Educational Movement in the Villages" which Comrade Mao Zedong helped to 
draft in 1965: "The landlords, rich peasants, reactionaries, bad elements 
and turncoats must reform themselves through labor to become new people 
under the supervision of the masses." 


Our party has made a number of policy decisions on how to reform the landlords 
and rich peasants and help them become new people. These are equally easy 

to locate. It is provided in the "Decisions on the Delimitation of Class 
Status in the Villages" promulgated in August 1950 by the Government 
Administration Council: “After the complet‘on of the land reform, those with 
landlord class status who have observed the laws and regulations of the 
government and engaged in either production work or other occupations for 

at least 5 years continuously without having been involved in any reactionary 
activities...shall be changed from the landlord class status to the 

workers’ or other class status.... Rich peasants of the old liberated areas 
who have fulfilled the above requirements for 3 years may have their class 
Status changed.” 


In October, 1955, at the height of the cooperativization of the villages, 
when Comrade Mao Zedong discussed "the question of granting cooperative 
membership to the landlords and rich peasants" in his address at the 6th 
Plenum of 7th CCP Central Committee, he pointed out that some of the land- 
lords and rich peasants "who behave well and have been law-abiding and honest 
may be named members of the cooperatives. There are others who may be 
permitted to work in the cooperatives with their members and may even earn 
remunerations, but should not be named members of the cooperatives. In 
reality, they may be called alternate members of the cooperatives. A third 
group should not be admitted to the cooperatives at all. They will be dealt 
with separately later.” "To be named members of the cooperatives" denotes 
practically a change of class status. 


The Party Central Committee and Comrade Mao Zedong raised the following points 
in the "Currently Outstanding Questions Concerning the Socialist Educational 
Movement in the Villages." If those already labelled landlords and rich 
peasants have been law-abiding and done nothing bad for many years, can the 
labels they have been wearing be removed? Can we stop labelling those who 
have not yet been labelled? They can be called members of the cooperatives 
when they no longer wear the labels of landlords and rich peasants. 


The above fact shows that it has been the established policy of the party 

to reform the landlords and rich peasants and help them become new people 

and gradually join ranks with the workers. Thus, the issue is by no means 
new or surprising. 








The national bourgeoisie are a part of the people. The reform of this class 
differs from that of the landlords and rich peasants. The reform of the 
latter is mandatory while that of the former is veluntary. In spite of 
ovcasional struggles whenever needed, the policy is based principally on 
encouragement and education designed to help them reform through labor or 
other types of work and become self-supporting workers. In analyzing the 
dual nature of the bourgeoisie in his erticle "Or the Correct Handling of 
Contradictions Among the People,” published in February, 1957, Comrade Mao 
Zedong pointed out: "On the one hand, the bourgeoisie are already the 
managerial staff of the joint state-private enterprises and right in the 
midst of the transition from exploiters to self-supporting workers. On the 
other hand, they are still drawing fixed interest from the joint state- 
private enterprises. That is to say, they have not yet been ridded of 
exploitation completely. Then he went on to say that even if these 
bourgeoisie “stop drawing fixed interest and remove their bourgeois class 
labels, they still need time to pursue ideological remolding. 


In May of the same year, Comrade Mao Zedong said in another article "Things 
Are Changing:" that “there are several million bourgeoisie and educated ele- 
ments who have served the old society. But we need them to work for us, and 
we must improve our relations with them so as to make them work more effec- 
tively for socialist tasks, and reform them in order that they may “join the 
working class" and head away from the status quo. The majority of them will 
be able to achieve this goal." It is clear that the correct policy of the 
party to buy out the national bourgeoisie not only led to successful socialist 
reform of industry and commerce but also provided peaceful conditions for the 
reform of the bourgeoisie. At that time they were actually striving to 

become self-supporting workers. The bourgeois labels tey wear will be 
removed some day when they stop drawing fixed interest und are rid of exploita- 
tion completely. They will be able to join the “working class." Comrade 

Mao Zedong said very emphatically: “The majority of them will be able to 
achieve this goal." The fact he said it emphatically indicates that our 

party and the working class are confident that we will eliminate the 
bourgeoisie and reform the bourgeoisie as individuals. 


Of course, practice is the only test of truth. The validity of these 
principles and policies likewise must be tested in practice. Only actual 
facts can provide correct answers to the question whether the great majority 
of the landlords, rich peasants and bourgeoisie have been reformed and 
become self-supporting workers, and whether the exploiting class has been 
eliminted. 


After the completion of the socialist reform of the system of ownership of 
the means of production, to be honest, there were some landlords, rich 
peasants and bourgeois who resisted the reform, disrupted the socialist 
weonomy and engaged in unlawful activities. But they represented only a 
small minority. The greatest majority of them, as attested to by actual 
facts, have been, as a result of years of reform, hardworking and law- 
abiding, and have not taken to exploitation operations. According to a 
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survey, one of the districts or counties in the Shanghai suburb once had 1,791 
confirmed landlords and rich peasants. A year ago, 1,010 of them saw their 
class labels removed. To carry out the policy laid down in a document 

issued by the CCP Central Committee, the class labels on 773 more have been 
removed. Now there are only two landlords and six rich peasants whose 

class status has not changed and must pursue more reform. As for the 
bourgeoisie of Shanghai, there used to be more than 40,000 confirmed c2rital- 
ists. About 30,000 are still alive, but over 21,000 have retired. The 
remaining 8,000 are still working and have become self-supporting wo-kers. 
The greatest majority of them have been law-abiding all these years. Accord- 
ing to an estimate, this is fairly representative of the situation throughout 
the country. 


Judging by the Marxist standard of class division, since those who had been 
members of the exploiting class have abandoned exploitation for years (not 
only 3 or 5 years, but 10, 20 or 30 years in many cases) and are no longer 
exploiters in production relations and have become workers, why are they 
still regarded as elements of the exploiting class? Since the greatest 
majority of the elements of the exploiting class have become workers and 

new people through reform, isn't it .isleading to say that the exploiting 
class still exists as usual? Comrade Mao Zedong said: “Only the people's 
dictatorship led by the Communist Party can handle the reform of the 
reactionary classes. Once this work is accomplished, the exploiting 
classes--the landlords, bureaucrats capitalists and monopolist capitalists-- 
in China will be eliminated." This is true. The reform of elements of the 
exploiting classes who have been helped to become new people and the elimina- 
tion of the exploiting class bear witness to the greatness of the proletariat, 
the immense power of the proletarian dictatorship and the forceful and 
effective policy of the Communist Party. 


Speaking at the second session of the 5th National People's Congress, Comrade 
Hua Guofeng declared: “In our country (except Taiwan) the landlords and 

rich peasants as a class have been eliminted, and the capitalists as a class 
no longer exist. After nearly 30 years of struggle and education, the 
majority of the elements of these classes who are able to work have been 
reformed and become self-supporting workers of the socialist society." 

The pronouncement is not only supported by the true conditions in our country 
but also based on Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought. It represents an 
outright affirmation of the existing objective conditions in our country, 
brings order out of chaos, upholds the fundamental principles ot Marxism and 
correct policy of the party and underlines the redirection of our priority 

to socialist modernization. An affirmation of the elimination of the 
exploiting classes and that the members of tl exploiting classes have been 
reformed and become self-supporting workers dves not mean to stop us from 
asking these people to continue their reform. If there is undeniable evidence 
to prove some of them guilty of counterrevolutionary sabotage activities 

or other criminal offenses, they will be punished in accordance with the 

law. Even so, there is no need to label them landlords or rich peasants. 

One who is guilty of counterrevolutionary activities will be called a 
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counterrevolutio~ary element. One who is guilty of corruption »>r larceny 
will be called. orrupt element or thiel, and so on. This applies to all 
those who have never been members of the exploiting classes. Should they 
be found guilty of counterrevolutionary activities or other criminal offen- 
ses, they too will be punished in accordance with the law. 


To weed out the pernicious influence of the extreme leftist line of Lin Biao 
ani the “gang of four,” to rectify confusion in theory and policy and promote 
ideological unity and harmonious action for the realization of the Four 
Modernizations, we need further study and reeducation in the basic principles 
of Marxism and the policy of our party on the question of class and class 
struggle in the light of the actual conditions in our country and lessons, 
both positive and negative, which we derive from experience. This will telp 
those comrades who feel shocked and puzzled to understand such a complicated 
problem.

DISCUSSION OF CRITERION FOR PRACTICE, PRAGMATISM

[Text] The discussions in the last year or so on the question of practice 

as the sole criterion for the testing of truth played the important role of 
promoting the liberation of thought of the whole party and of all the people, 
bringing about order, correcting the ideological line and putting the 
policies of the party into effect. At present, many basic-level units in 
Sichuan are promoting discussions on the criterion for truths. Conditions 

of the discussions show it is quite necessary to supplement them. They have 
played a very important role in advancing the liberation of thought of basic- 
level cadres and the masses, in cleaning out the ultra-leftist poison of 

Lin Biao and the "gang of four" in actual work and in correctly comprehending 
and carrying out consistently and thoroughly the spirit of the Third Plenary 
Session of the Eleventh Party Central Committee and the Second Meeting of the 
Fifth Plenary Session of the National People's Congress. 





However, the discussions reflected the fact that the basic knowledge of 

Marxist thecry of many comrades was insufficient to the extent that some people 
thought that speaking of practice as the sole criterion for testing truth was 
carrying out pragmatism. Obviously, this type of viewpoint is wrong. This 
show how necessary it is to thoroughly and extensively carry out education 

for .arxist theory! To clarify and uphold the basic principle of Marxist 
theory that practice is the sole criterion for testing truth, we must draw 

a clear line of demarcataion between the criterion for practice and pragmatism. 


Where are the fundamental differences between the criterion for practice and 
pragmatism? 


Firstly, when Marxist theory speaks of practice as the sole criterion for 
testing truth, it takes materialism as its basic premise and acknowledges 
the objective material world and the laws of its development and not the 
subjective will and independent existence of people. Therefore “beside it, 
there is not and there cannot be another objective existence" ("The Selected 
Works of Lenin,” Chapter 2, p 128). Therefore, only if people's ideology 
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truly reflects objective facts and their laws and only if repeated practice 
proves it correct can it b2 considered as truth. Pragmatism is the most 
reactionary and most evil manifestation of subjective idealism. Although 
pragmatists also use the word "reality," what they mean is *ot objective 
material reality but something in the realm of people's suwjectivity. They 
speak of a lively and totally absurd analogy, saying, "Reality is created 
by ourselves. This reality includes countless man-made elements. Reality 
is a very obedient little girl who completely yields to us and lets us 
smear and rub on makeup for her." From this we can see clearly that the 
pragmatists basically deny that there is an objective reality independent 
and outside of human feelings. They see reality as something that is sub- 
jectively and arbitrarily arranged and changed. It can be seen that pragmatism 
is a kind of extreme subjective materialist philosophy. 


Secondly, when Marxist theory speaks of practice as the sole criterion for 
testing truth, it recognizes truth as objective. So-called truth is people's 
correct understanding of objective facts and their laws of development. If 
there is no existence of objective facts, then there is no speaking of 
understanding them, not to mention, of course, the truth of the correct under- 
standing of them. The objectivity of truth has determined that if we want 

to correctly understand objective facts and their laws, we must accurately 
reflect objective reality. Comrade Mao Zedong spoke with complete under- 
standing on this question: "There is only one kind of true theory in the 
world, that is the theory taken from objective reality and proven by objective 
reality" ("The Selected Works of Mao Zedong," p 775). It can be seen that 
anything which does not correspond to the understanding of objective reality 
cannot be called truth. 


Since pragmatists deny the existence of objective facts, they necessarily 
deny the objectivity of truth. Hu Shi spoke very candidly about pragmatism 
"Truth is originally man-made and being man-made it is created for use by 

man. This is why it has such a great use and therefore they then give it 

the beautiful epithet of 'truth'". From the point of view of the pragmatists, 
there is basically no existence of an objective truth. Truth does not 
correctly reflect objective facts and their laws, but is man-made and only 

if it is "useful" is it truth. This type of view of truth completely deceives 
people and is opposed to the Marxist view of truth. 


Thirdly, when Marxist theory speaks of practice as the sole criterion for 
testing truth, that practice points to the social practices of the masses, 
the important one being the three revolutionary practices of production 
Struggle, class struggle and scientific experimentation. Practice is the 
basis of the materialist theory of knowledge. If people want to correctly 
understand objective facts, they can do so only through social practice. 
Besides this, there is no other path or method. It is just as Comrade Mao 
Zedong said: "The social practice of people is the only criterion for 
people to understand the truthfulness of the external world" ("The Selected 
Works of Mao Zedong," p 261). He also says, "There is only one truth, and 
in the end whoever discovers it does not rely on subjective exaggerations 
but on objective practice. Only the revolutionary practice of a billion

people is the measure for testing truth" ("The Selected Works of Mao Zedong,” 
p 623). The Marxist view of practice and the Marxist mass view are one, and 
our seeking of truth and testing it both must depend on the social practice 
of t i.e masses. 

Although pragmatists also mention the expression "practice," the "practice" 
they speak of is subjective willful action to "deal with the environment" or 
the living practice of the individual. Dewey publicly declared that 
pragmatism is the “philosophy of action” and “the usefulness of a viewpoint 
or hypotheses is as a measure to weigh truth." In the sentence "Usefulness 
is truth," the criterion for truth sees benefit or usefulness for oneself. 
This is the tenet of pragmatists. 


According to the pragmatic viewpoint, the fallacious arguments and schemes of 
careerists and conspirators, the trickery of shrewd cheats and all kinds of 
superstitions can be called truth. These things are useful to them and can 
even bring them certain results. Yet, fallacious arguments are after all 
fallacious arguments and not the truth. All one has to do is to have the 
test of social practice and then truth and fallacy, the correct and incorrect 
will be perfectly clear. It can be seen how absurd pragmatism is. 


Lin Biao and the "gang of four" are faithful believers in pragmatism. In 
order to usurp party and state power, they carried out pragmatism on a large 
scale. Their gang frankly said, "Our carrying out of pragmatism, writing 
history and compiling materials is all for practical use." They not only 
said it in this manner, but also did it in this manner. All that was useful 
in usurping party and state power was taken as truth, and all that impeded 
them in usurping party and state power was viewed as dissident and heterodox 
theories, unreasonable accusations and willful attacks. Indeed, truth has 

a real usefulness for the people, class and political party of the revolution. 
If truth has no use, then why do advanced and revolutionary people want to 
risk their lives to seek, uphold and defend it? Actually, by grasping truth 
and doing things in accordance with it, we can consciously seek benefits 

for the people. This is because truth is identical with the basic benefits 
of the proletariat and masses and of use to the people. Fundamentally speak- 
ing, however, it is useful because if correctly reflects objective facts and 
their laws of development. When people grasp it, they are able to attain 
anticipated results in the course of social practice. When we say that the 
series of principles and policies affirmed by the Third Plenary Session of 
the Eleventh Party Central Committee are correct, it is because they summar- 
ized China's last 30 years, especially the last 10 odd years' positive and 
negative sides of practical experience, correctly reflected the objective 
real situation in China and showed that practice was correct. Therefore, 

the fervent support of the whole party and all of the people assured the 
victorious development of each item of work. 


To sum up what is written above, the Marxist and pragmatists viewpoints of 


truth are in basic opposition and the Marxist criterion for practice and 
pragmatist criterion are different in principle. The two certainly cannot 
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be spoken of as if they were one. In our practical work, we cannot take 
pragmatism as the criterion for practice and believe in it; even more, we 
cannot take the criterion for practice as pragmatism and oppose it. It 
should be seen that the influence of the pragmatism disseminated by Lin Biao 
and the "gang of four" still has its market. Up until now the ideology of 
some of our comrades was still in a rigid or semi-rigid condition, their 
ideological line was not correct and they half believed and were half sus- 
picious of the spirit of the Third Plenary Session of the Eleventh Party 
Central Committee and the Second Meeting of the Fifth Plenary Session of the 
National People's Congress. There are even some comrades who still have 
conflicting emotions and, concerning the directives and resolutions of the 
Party Central Committee, have assumed attitudes of pragmatism, "taking what 
is required" and "using things selfishly." This is a reflection of the 
poison of pragmatic ideology and goes against the Marxist criterion for 
practice. To catch up with the strides of the advancing age and meet the 
demands of socialist modernization, we certainly must uphold the Marxist 
theoretical principle of practice as the sole criterion for testing truth, 
correct the ideological line, enhance revolutionary vigor and make greater 
contributions to the Four Modernizations.

APPLICATIONS OF 'CLASS VIEWPOINT’ ANALYZED

[Text] Analysis of "when the skin is scorched and the roots are rotten, but 
heart is not dead." 


in a discussion meeting on the problem of rehabilitating landlords and 

rich peasants, there was a youth who brought out this kind of question: "In 
the past we generally said that landlords and rich peasants are like the 
onions below the eaves--the skin is scorched and the roots are rotten, but 
the heart is not dead. Now with the rehabilitation of so many landlords 

and rich peasants, does changing their status mean that their hearts are 
dead and that their basic natures have changed? I cannot comprehend this." 





The youth's question exists among many cadres. They generally believe that 
only by considering landlords and rich peasants as having onion hearts which 
never die can they have a higher class consciousness and a distinct and 
clear class viewpoint, otherwise it is a problem of standpoint and making 
the mistakes of the rightists. Because of this, they have put a big question 
mark on changing the status of long-time law abiding landlords and rich 
peasants. Among the original landlords and rich peasants, there was a very 
small minority who resisted reform and stubbornly held to a reactionary 
standpoint. The saying used for these stubborn elements that the "skin is 
scorched and the roots are rotten, but the heart is not dead" was seen as 
non-objectionable. But if they were to go beyond this and consider all or 
most of the original landlords and rich peasants, including their children 
and relatives as "people who still exist and whose hearts have not died," 
that could then become very problematic. 


In the last 20 or 30 years, aside from the landlords and rich peasants who 
died, there are many who are still living and these are "the people who still 
exist." However, we should make a factual historical investigation of 

these "people" who "still exist." In the past, they held the means of 
production and essentially relied on exploitation for their livlihood. They 
were the exploiting "people" and this determined their basic natures of 
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belonging to the exploiting class. After the feudal exploiting system was 
eliminated from China, the landlords and rich peasants began to be eradi- 
cated and they were faced with two choices. One, to stubbornly resist until 
the end and be buried with their class, and two, to accept reform and change 
their negative aspects. Actual conditions show that the vast majority of 
original landlords and rich peasants have chosen the latter, and though many 
of them were compelled by the force of circumstances it was a bitter 
experience for them. Actual conditions also show that the vast majority of 
landlords aad rich peasants have not again engaged in exploitation for many 
years, that they have labored and maintained the law and have already gradually 
reformed to become workers who live by their own labor. This then is what 
Comrade Mao Zedong repeatedly pointed out, that the exploiting class can be 
reformed through labor to become new people. This being the case, how can 
they still be treated is unchanged exploiting "people?" 


After the majority of lendlords and rich peasants were reformed and became 
new people, to reiterate that their “hearts are not dead" is even more 
illogical. The existence of human society determines the people's thoughts 
(the so-called "heart"). The original landlords and rich peasants having 
thus reformed and become workers cannot but rid themselves of thoughts of 
exploitation. Abandoning delusions of restoration and relying on labor and 
socialism for their food, they are able to separate themselves from their 
original exploiting nature. Otherwise, it cannot be said that they are 
reformed and have become new people. Furthermore, if the great majority of 
landlords and rich peasants still had the "skin scorched and the roots rotten, 
but the heart not dead" and had not been able to reform and become workers, 
then wouldn't reform of the exploiting class into new people be an unfounded 
statement? And wouldn't this result in making our party's policy of reform- 
ing landlords and rich peasants an unredeemable empty piece of paper? This 
shows that those who use the so-called "class viewpoint" that the exploiting 
classes have "hearts which are not dead" and that they "can not be reformed 
well" should consider whether this corresponds to reality and whether or not 
it really has rationality. 


What "Harm" Is There After All? 


A certain production brigade had cotton fields. One year the cotton came up 
very long and nice, but later the cotton leaves suddenly withered and the 
cotton stems turned black. What was the reason for it? Many people thought 
that it was possibly because the cotton had been struck by some kind of harm- 
ful disease. However, some of the commune cadres doing a stint there thought 
they should use a class viewpoint to analyze the matter and that it was not 
enough just to look at the harmful disease and not look at the harm from the 
class enemy. Therefore, they carried out mass investigation of the "harm," 
discussed the enemy's situation and pulled out a landlord for struggle with 
the result that they struggled until he admitted guilt. With the "harm" dug 
out, shouldn't the cotton have grown stronger? But they hadn't thought that 
in the second or third year the phenomena of withered cotton would appear 
again. Later, the county agricultural experts were asked to come to investi- 
gate. They firmly diagnosed that the cotton had gotten some kind of harmful 
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disease and that this harmful disease had easily arisen in the old crop of 
the cotton fields. After this, the cotton crop was changed and the 
withering did not appear again. 


This matter now seems a little ridiculous, but thinking it over clearly, in 
these last tew years there has been something even more ridiculous. The 
effects of it are even more serious, actually much more so. According to 

the “class viewpoint" of the “leftists,” no matter what trouble there is in 
production or what problems arise in work, everything is ascribed to the 
“enemy's harm." Plucking out several “class enemies" for criticism and 
struggle is very revolutionary and very simple. The ready-made “enemy” can 
always be taken out for struggle; if there is none at hand, a “very deeply 
hidden" counterrevolutionary" can be dug up in an evening. In any case, the 
“enemy's harm" can be established and found to exist. However, very regret- 
tably the “enemy's harm" is sought here and there and once found, it may not 
actually be an active case and production may not spontaneously improve 

and the problem spontaneously be resolved. On the contrary, there would only 
be delays in production and work and frequently even greater losses created. 
This example shows that if cadres do not use subjective idealism, but very 
orderly and properly make an investigation and realistically carry out analy- 
sis, then in good time the reasons for the withering will be found, and this 
will not cause repeated harm to the cotton fields. 


Of course, to say that in the building of socialism there is no harm by the 
enemy is partial and dangerous. We must attack and chastise the hostile 
elements which would destroy the building of the Four Modernizations. Yet, 
it should be seen that there are many reasons for the problems that arise 
in production and work, and that the “enemy's harm" is only one possible 
reason. Further, the original landlords and rich peasants may not necessarily 
be the ones causing destruction. We should conduct concrete analysis of 
concrete problems then we will know which “harm" is which "harm." We don't 
want to muddle things all up. Moreover, we want to really seek truth from 
facts and, according to objective reality recognize and solve problems and 
see that the poison of the ultraleftist "class viewpoint" is eliminated. 


Why Is “Red With Old Age” Not Dependable? 


In a certain production brigade there was an old commune member who people 
called red with Old Age." For many years he had been enthusiastic about the 
collective handling of affairs and also had a great deal of experience in 
agricultural work. Therefore, although he had no position whatever, when 
something was to be done in the brigade, the cadres would always invite him 
to participate for consultation. However, later the relation between the 
brigade cadres and "Red with Old Age" suddenly became cold, and whatever 
matter there was they didn't go and look for him nor would they let him play 
any role in affairs. What was the reason for it? Had he made mistakes? No. 
Was it that he was not enthusiastic about the public good? That was also 
not it. Some cadres spelled out the reason very simply. In the past he 

was called “red with Old Age" because he had been impoverished, but now his 
home was a "prominent" one, so, of course, he was not dependable. It is 
said that this is "Using the class viewpoint to look at a problem." 
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During the time of the revolutionary war, the land reform movement and agri- 
cultural cooperacivization, our party emphasized truly relying on the poor 
and lower-middle peasants in the rural areas. The “poor and lower-middle 
peasants” at that time were poor in name and fact. Their economic position 
at that time made them the most supportive of the revolution and the most 
resolute in following the socialist road. Nevertheless, when they took 
control of their own fate after taking the road of collectivization, they 
inevitably raised demands to change their original impoverished condition. 
"At a dead end one must think of change” means, of course, changing to a 
prosperous condition. If continuous changes result in the original impover- 
ishment, then of what real significance is the carrying out of revolution 
and socialism? Our aim is that all the peasants travel the road of prosperity 
together, yet on this road it is not possible that all be exactly equal. 
Because of differences in such sectors as natural conditions, management 

and labor, differences can appear among districts, commune brigades and 
commune members, with some a little wealthier, some a little poorer. How 
can we say that the wealthier districts, commune brigades and commune members 
have all become undependable? The abovementioned "Red with Old Age" was not 
exploiting, did not injure the public to make himself fat and upheld the 
collective handling of affairs. So on what do they rely to see him in a new 
light and say he is not dependable? 


There was a long period when Lin Biao and the "gang of four" promoted a 
socialism" of universal poverty which was entirely a false socialism 
designed to fool and injure people. According to their fallacious argu- 
ments, once peasants are prosperous they will change their character. There- 
fore, we must "cut capitalism's tail," and cut the peasants down to poverty 
where they don't have enough food to eat. Only then can it be considered 

a complete “revolution.” This kind of fallacious argument has influenced 
some of our comrades, for they do not fear that peasants are impoverished 

but only that they are wealthy. This is as if "poor peasants are not poor" 
they do not have dependable strength and the class line has no way of being 
carried out. This situation also occurred in the Soviet Union in the 1930's. 
At that time, the Soviet Communist Party under the leadership of Stalin put 
forth the slogan, "Let all collective farm members become people with 
prosperous livelihoods." This obvious and understandable slogan caused 

much doubt among some party members and cadres: “If everyone is to have 

a prosperous livelihood and there are no longer any impoverished people, 

then on whom will we Bolsheviks depend in work? Without poor people, how will 
we ever work?" Concerning this, Stalin, with sharp criticism, said, "'Left- 
ists’ confused insects have idealized poor people. They think that under 

any circumstances poor people will forever be the main support of Bolshevism 
and they see collective farms as the stage for bitter class fighting.” This 
really gets to the heart of the matter! It seems, you comrades who are 

not willing to be ""leftist" confused insects," that the time has come to 
reject the ultra-leftist "class viewpoint" that "the poorer, the more 
revolutionary" and that "the poor are the most reliable.”

CRITERION FOR TESTING TRUTH ANALYZED

[Text] (I) Some comrades are correct in saying that practice is the 
criterion for testing truth; but, Marxist theory is also supposed to be a 
criterion for testing truth. How can practice then be proclaimed to be the 
“sole” criterion? 

The original insertion of the term "sole" is intended to expound that practice 
alone is the criterion for testing truth and that nothing but practice can 
serve to be the criterion for testing truth. So, the whole issue is now 
boiled down to one question: Is Marxist theory the criterion for testing 
truth after all? 


Marxism is a scientific theory. And any kind of scientific theory is man's 
generalization of the objective world law; it is man's knowledge of this 
kind of law. As this kind of knowledge is subjective, it is truth only when 
it tallies with objective reality; it cannot be truth if it does not conform 
to objective reality. Whether a certain subjective view is in line with 
objective reality can only be tested by practice. Marxist theory is also 
subjective knowledge, and a subjective theory itself should not be used to 
test a theory. 


That a theory should not be used to test truth can also be explaiued this 
way: Social conditions are rather complicated, and even if tue original 
theory has already proved to be the truth through the test of practice, with 
the change of conditions, it may no longer be the truth; you are bound to 
make mistakes should you insist on using the original tneory for testing. 
For instance, as armed uprising is originally maintained in Marxism-Leninisn, 
the proletariat must depend on the cities to seize political power. This 
theory was correct through a test in practice as evidenced by the October 
Revolution. But by the time of the Chinese Revolution, the arming of the 
urban areas in rebellion on several occasions led to defeats. It was when 
Comrade Mao Zedong proposed the establishment of revolutionary bases in the 
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rural areas and applied the method of using the rural areas to surround the 
cities that the Chinese Revolution achieved victory. 


If using theory for testing had been adhered to such as using the original 
theory of armed uprising in the cities for testing, Comrade Mao Zedong would 
have been considered wrong. At that time, those "Left" dogmatists did believe 
in the original theory, but they were proved wrong by facts. Unavoidably, 
those comrades all committed mistakes of dogmatism and bookishness as they 
stubbornly maintained that a theory could be the criterion for testing truth. 
It must be noted that we cannot succeed in upholding the correct ideological 
line unless we are resolutely opposed to this kind of dogmatism and book 
worship, which did repeatedly bring considerable damage to our revolutionary 
cause. This is exactl, the important reason why we must learn that practice 
is the sole criterion for testing truth. 


(II) Some Comrades argue: now that practice is the sole criterion for testing 
truth, whether or not the socialist theory of Marxism is correct still has 

not been verified through practice, and how can Communism be proclaimed as 
truth since it has not been fully realized as yet. Aren't you imposing your 
views on others if you force people to carry out the general task for the 

new period and the policies of the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party 
Central Committee that have not been tested in practice? 


“nis issue needs to be elucidated in two respects. 


In the first place, none of the corr’ ct (except those incorrect theories, guid- 
ing principles, and policies are produced groundlessly or created by a certain 
genius; but rather, they are scientific conclusions drawn from practice. The 
reason that the socialist theory of Marxism is different from the theory of 
utopian socialism of the past is because it is a scientific theory which 

came about after Marx had summerized the practical experiences of capitalism 
and discovered the objective law governing the inevitable development of 
capitalism into socialism. 


Since the smashing of the "gang of four," the Party Central Committee has 
summarized both positive and negative experiences from having carried out the 
socialist revolution «"d construction over the past 30 years, thereby clearly 
proclaiming that class struggle has ceased to be the principal contradiction 
in today's China. In view of the fact that the present level of development 
in China's productive forces is very low, falling far short of the needs of 
the people and the countr}, it is imperative to speedily develop the productive 
forces and to realize the Four Modernizations in order to build a rich and 
powerful socialist state. This will be in line with the common wishes of 

the people of the whole country as well a with the objective law governing 
social development. Thus, the general tssk for tie new period as set by the 
Party Central Committee and a series of policies adopted by the Third Plenary 
Session are proposed as based on summarized experience from past practice 
(adhering to those tested as being correct; and discarding or revising those 
tested as being incorrect). Hence, all these can serve as guides to practice 
to be firmly carried out by .jl. 
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In the second place, there is still the other side of the problem. Although 
these theories, guiding principles and policies as summarized from past 
practical experience are correct, they are not absolute truth; they need to 
be repeatedly tested in practice, and they cannot be enriched and developed 
unless we constantly uphold the truth and correct our mistakes. Marx and 
Engels pointed out the direction of development of society when they first 
put forward their theories of socialism and communism, and then, they 
thoroughly studied the conditions of capitalist society, and summarized such 
proletarian revolutionary experience as the Paris Commune, thereby enriching 
their theories on a continuing basis. While leading the Russian October 
socialist revolution and construction, Lenin and Stalin unceasingly enriched 
and developed Marxism, and revised some of the original theories (e.g., the 
theory that socialist revolution should not be won in one country). As it 
now stands, how to realize communism really has yet to be tested in practice 
Since it is still only a direction of development; and it will not be specifi- 
cally defined until it is tested during subsequent practice. However, in the 
sphere of socialist construction, China (besides other socialist countries) 
has acquired some relative rich experiences, both positive and negative; 

and comparatively, we can proceed smoothly as long as we conscientiously 

sum up these experiences. 


Likewise, the policies laid down by the Party Central Committee have yet to 
be tested in practice. For example, after putting forward the general task 
for the new period for realizing the Four Modernizations, the Party Central 
Committee made a thorough study of China's current economic conditions, and 
brought up the eight character policy of readjusting, restructuring, consoli- 
dating and improving the national economy as based on the summarized 
experience from practice in the past. But, how is this eight character 
policy to be concretely carried out? To find ways of solving the problem 

it is again necessary to probe for experience in practice. At present, some 
provinces are conducting experiments at selected points, and the Party Central 
Committee has organized manpower to conduct investigations and studies. All 
these are done for the sake of ‘hese guiding principles and policies that had 
been worked out through test in »ractice so that they could continue to be 
revised, supplermnted and developed. 


Correct theories, guiding principles and policies are derived from a dialectical 
materialist way of knowledge of “practice, knowledge, again oractice and 

again knowledge," which reflects the objective lew of the development of 

things; and the law exists continuously within a definite scope. With a 
knowledge of objective law, we not only can correctly know the past, but 

also can correctly forsee the future. Thus, a correct theory can serve as 

a guide to practice; and that is nothing like "imposing one's views upon 
others.” 


The reason that some comrades raise doubts on this issue is because they set 

knowledge completely agains: practice and the guiding role of a theory against 
practice as being the sole criterion for testing truth, without understanding 
the dialectical relationships between the two. All correct theories, guiding 
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principles and policies are born out of practice. Hence. they can serve as 
guides to practice, and wave to be tested over again in ; ractice in order 

to continue to 20 on developing. The more a theory relies on practice, con- 
stantly being tested in practice, the more correct it will be in reflecting 
the essence and the law of things, thereby more effective. y briiuging into play 
its guiding role. 


(III) Some comrades ask whose practice are you referring to? That of the 
leadership of the masses? That of the individual or the collective? That 

of the capitalist or the proletariat? In the past, using practice as a basis, 
Lin Biao and the “gang of four" put forth some examples t» show that what 

they did was correct. But now, we use practice to show chat what they did 

was very questionable. With such arguments going back and forth, whose 
practice should we go by after all? 


Who knows if there won't be someone else who comes along and uses practice to 
show that something else is the "truth"? 


Over a long period of time Lin Biao and the "gang of four" engaged in pragmatism 
in a big way. They took bits and pieces of examples to make one-sided exag- 
gerations and even invented stories and fabricated lies. They treated the 

enemy as the people and the peopJe as the enemy, and turned things upside 

down. Consequently, some comrades felt that there is no need to say which 

side is is the right. As long as you have power you are right, and there is 

no such thing as objective truth. 


Marxists maintain that truth is objective, and practice is the objective 
criterion for judging truth. The practice that Marxism deals with ‘1s not a 
subjective thing that belongs to this or that individual, to thie or that 
class; but rather, it is social practice. 


Let's take classes in a socialist society as an example. The basic reason for 
the emergence of classes in a society is due to economics. The landlords 

and capitalisms utilized their ownership of the means of production to exploit 
the laboring people, thereby creating a basic opposition between tne explciting 
class and the exploited class. The proletariat had eliminated the system of 
exploitation since seizing the power; and as a class, both the landlord class 
and the capitalist class have died out (individuals of the exploiting classes 
would of course have to go through a process of remolding). This actually 

is a basic knowledge of Marxism. But, a “theoretician”" within our party has 
brought up a theory at variance with Marxism in which he ventures to contend 
that in a socialist society, economics will no longer be the criterion to 
differentiate classes and that politics and ideology should be used instead. 
Based on this criterion, whoever happens to differ from them in the slightest 
opinion will be labeled as a "capitalist" and come under attack as "class 
enemy.” Lin Biao and the "gang of four" even went to extremes with this. 
Whoever expresses the slightest opinion that is different from or opposite 

to theirs will be taken as a "class enemy,” thus being subjected to ruthless 
attack and merciless suppression. So, it seems that class enemies are 
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increasing rather than decreasing in number and the general trend of class 
struggle is not slowing down but becoming more and more fierce each day. 


After all, can there actually be so many "class enemies" and are these "class 
struggles" in line with objective reality? Nowadays, policies are being 
implemented everywhere. While seeking truth from facts, sast misjudged cases 
and unjust verdicts have been reinvestigated and reversed. The verdicts of 
those big and small political cases are found largely (even entirely with 
some) misjudged; some cases are results of exaggerations to their fullest 
extent, others are that of distortion and fabrication, still others are that 
of pure frame-ups and false accusations. Actually, there aren't so many 
“class enemies” and “class struggles," they are just artificial magnifications. 
The result of this kind of practice has brought a long period of political 
instability and a nearly complete economic collapse. Nevertheless, practice 
is not just a piece of clay to be molded under anyone's thumb, and facts are 
facts, after all. Even though Lin Biao and the "gang of four” called a 

Stag a horse, and employed all sorts oi cchemes and intrigues, many comrades 
still refused to believe or follow blindly and insisted on proceeding from 
practice in carrying out criticism, resistance and struggle against their 
actions. And among them, comrade Zhang Zhixin [1728 1807 2450] was an 
outstanding representative. More and more people that were hoodwinked and 
misled are now gradually awakened. Isn't it true that when the "gang of 
four" were on the rampage, many comrades learned lessons from facts through 
practice, and one after another started to recognize the gang's counter- 
revolutionary nature which led to a nation-wide revolutionary movement like 
that of the Tien An Men incident around the time of the 1976 Qing Ming 
festival?! Why did thousands upon thousands of people at that time gather 
together for one cause? That is simply because truth is not subjective, 

but exists objectively. In the end social practice can expose those 1lics 
fabricated by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" in the name of "revolution." 


Obviously, since everyone's experiences and standards are different, their 
understanding of the problem will differ from one another. There are still 
some comrades among us today that have not freed themselves from the shackles 
of such modern superstition is "Every sentence by Chairman Mae is the truth" 
aS propogated by Lin Biao and the "gang of four,” and they still have some 
doubts and reservation towards our discussion on "Practice is the sole cri- 
terion for testing truth." As to people like these comrades, we hope that 
they will just do one thing: te respect objective facts, that is, to respect 
social practice. Is there anything else vow still can't figure out? If 

so, iet's lay out one by one the facts we have experienced over the years and 
you should then be able to tell where truth stands after all

STUDIES ON CONFUCIUS SINCE FOUNDING OF PRC REVIEWED

[Text] Confucius was a political thinker who had a far-reaching impact on 
Chinese history. He and his teachings had been evaluated and scrutinized 
by intellectuals and representatives of various classes and social groups 
in different periods of Chinese history; and they came up with different 
conclusions. During the "4th of May" movement, Confucius and his teachings 
were criticized by the bourgeois revolutionaries under the militant slogan: 
"Down with the Confucian shop." Yet criticism of Confucius and his teach- 
ings was a historical mission unlikely to te fulfilled by the bourgeoisie 
alone. Later, this historical responsibility was shifted onto the shoulders 
of those Marxist historians capable of correctly and comprehensively evalu- 
ating Confucius and his teachings. 


In the decades that followed the "sti: of May" movement, China's Marxist 
historians represented by Guo Moruo, Fan Wenlan, Hou Wailu, Du Guoxiang 

and other comrades devoted themselves to studying Confucius and his teach- 
ings in different ways and reached their own conclusions and views, thus 
blazi g a new trail for the succeeding scholars in this field. Since the 
founding of the PRC, on the basis of past achievements in this field, China's 
historians and philosophers, guided by dialectical and historical materialism, 
renewed their efforts to study and evaluate Confucius and his teachings. 
Consequently, they reaped some fruitful results in this field. But despite 
this fact, some shortcomings and errors could not be avoided. Shortly 

after the “antirightist" struggle ended, representatives of the ultraleft 
thinkers who sty.ed themselves as the Marxist philosophical authority, 

seized the existing problems in this field as an opportunity to stir up 
serious trouble. Tey set up one obstacie after another to prevent the 
scholars from carrying cut in-depth research on Confucius. During the 
cultural revolution, chis ultraleft thinking became more rampant than 

ever. Under the guise of “criticizing Confucius," the "gang of four" 
conspired to carry out counterrevolutionary political activities. As 
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a part of that conspiracy, they filled history with innuendos and vigor- 
ously peddled historical nihilism aimed at negating everything they didn't 
like. They distorted history, tampered with historical facts, and issued 
countless instructions restricting or banning the studies of Confucius. 
Under such feudal and fascistic dictatorial rule, the people were deprived 
of the right to hold dispassionate and objective discussions on Confucius 
and his teachings and were left no alternative but to repudiate everything 
Confucius did and said. After the "gang of four'' was smashed by the Party 
Central Committee, headed by Comrade Hua Guofeng, the inevitable develop- 
ment of in-depth discussions on “practice being the sole criterion for 
testing truth" has revived interest within academic circles in reevalu- 
ating Confucius, in liberating their minds, and in revitalizing academic 
research. Under such circumstances, a review of some achievements in 
studying Confucius and related problems since the founding of the PRC would 
be rewarding. Such a review would also help us to clear up confusion 
resulting from the "criticism of Confucius" by the "gang of four", to 
carry on the in-depth research on Confucius and his teachings, and to 
enrich our experiences in evaluating the historical figures and draw les- 
sons from them. 


Stated below is a presentation of discussions and evaluations of Confucius 
and his teachings that actually took place in four uifferent periods of 
history: 1. 1950-1957; 2. 1958-1966; 3. 1967-1975; and 4. from 1976, 
the year in which the "gang of four" was smashed, up to now. Except for 
the third relatively unusual period, the discussions in the remaining three 
periods centered on the following five subjects, regardless of some dif- 
ferences in the range and dimensions of evaluation: 1. The era in which 
Confucius lived and his class stand; 2. Confucius’ political thought; 

3. Confucius’ philosophical thinking; 4. Confucius’ educational thought; 
}. Methodological problems in studying Confucius. 


First Period 


This was mainly a period of exploration in which there were neither any 
irticles systematically discussing Confucius nor interest in launching 
in-depth research on him. 


1. The era in which Confucius lived and his class stand. The holders of 
the first opinion stated that Confucius lived in the early stage of feudal 
society and his thought represented the interests of the landlord class 
("Confucius' Historical Role in History" by Song Yunbin [1345 0061 1755] 
published in the 24 Nov 1951 GUANGMING RIBAO). 


The holders of the second opinion pointed out that Confucius lived in a 
period of transition from the feudal slave-owning economy to the feudal 
landlord economy and from the feudal warring states to a feudal state 
ruled by a central government. Against this historical background, he 
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took the stand of the then bourgeoning landlord class which evolved from 
the slave-owning class. ("Research on Confucius’ Thought" by Feng Youlan 
[7458 0645 5695], Huang Zitong [7806 1311 6639], and Ma Cai [7456 6846] 
published in the April 1954 issue of "NEW CONSTRUCTION"). The adherents 
of the third opinion said: Confucius lived in a turbulent period of clan- 
nish feudal society when social order was on the edge of collapse. He 
always hoped that stability would return and the old order of the Western 
Zhou dynasty could be restored. Taking the stand of the feudal slave- 
owning class, he preached a doctrine which encouraged the people to cherish 
the old order ("Confucius' Thought and His Followers" by Yang Xiangkui 
[2799 0686 1145] published in issue No 5 of "LITERATURE, HISTORY, 
PHILOSOPHY,” 1957). The fourth opinion was presented thus: During the 
late spring and autumn period, the principal contradiction was that 
between the old aristocrats and slave-owners. Against this historical 
background, Confucius acted as a spokesman for the declining lowest 
echelon--the petty slave-owning class ("On Confucius Who Did Not Repre- 
sent the Landlord Class" by Zhao Guangxian [6392 0342 6343] published 

in the August 1956 issue of "NEW CONSTRUCTION"). The adherents of the 
fifth opinion stated: Deeply bothered by the possible collapse of the 
order of the ruling slave-owning class at the later stage of the spring 
and autumn period, Confucius always acted in the aristocrats’ interests 
while striving to preserve the old slave-owners system ("Questions Con- 
cerning an Evaluation of Confucius" by Chen Zhenwei [7115 2182 4850} 
published in the 1 May 1957 GUANGMING RIBAO). The adherents of the sixth 
opinion pointed out: Taking the stand of the newly emerging landlord 
class, Confucius acted as a spokesman for the embryonic feudal system. 

In view of this, Confucius’ thought was compatible with the objective 

laws of social development. ("I, Too, Talk About Evaluation of Confucius" 
by Zhang Muling [1728 1970 5370] published in the 30 Jun 1957 GUANGMING 
RIBAO). 





2. On Confucius’ Political Thought. The adherents of the first opinion 
said: The “rites” and "manhood-at-its-best" were two pillars of Con- 
fucius' political thought. To preserve the decadent rites, Confucius 
preached the "love for all men" with the aim of “conserving manpower and 
working the people at the proper seasons;"' this philosophy reflected the 
concern of the newly emerging landlord class for production. The other 
meaning of the "love for all men" was a moral quality of a "manhood-at- 
his-best." To realize "manhood-at-its-best," one had to put into prac- 
tice the philosophy of "reciprocity" or refrain from doing to others 
what one did not wish to have done to oneself. On the other hand, the 
"manhood-at-his-best" must commit himself to help others achieve the 
same objective that he himself had cherished. The combination of these 
two ideas formed a doctrine of "loyalty and reciprocity." This political 
thought reflected two contradictory stands of the then bourgeoning land- 
lord class of which Confucius was a member. ("Research on Confucius 
Thought" by Feng Youlan, Huang Zitong, and Ma Cai) 


The adherents of the second opinion stated: The "rites" were merely 
rules and regulations governing the conduct of noblemen while the idea 
of the "manhood-at-its-best" was merely a means to restore the "rites." 














"The restraint of oneself and the return to the practice of the rites" 
preached by Confucius as “manhood-at-its-best" was aimed at preserving 

the feudal slave-owning system. On the other hand, objective facts have 
shown that the extension of the idea of the "manhood-at-its-best" by 
Confucius from a few persons within the ruling class to the broad masses 
was a step forward by humanity. This actually marked the birth of the idea 
of humanism which later inspired future Confucians such as Mencius, Xun 
Kuang and the Mohists to carry on his cause ("On Confucius Who Does Not 
Represent the Landlord Class" by Zhao Guangxian). 


The adherents of the third opinion pointed out: The “manhood-at-its 

best" was the essence of Confucius’ thought; the "rites" were a code of 
conduct; the “rectification of names" was a method; and "filial piety 

and fraternity" formed the basis of Confucius' thought. The "rites" in 
their original sense were a specific code of conduct for preserving the 
order of the inner circles of the feudal aristocracy while the idea of 

the “manhood-at-its-best" which meant loving all men was presented by 
Confucius as a new element vital to the practice of the "rites." ("A 
Summarization of Confucius’ Educational Thought" by Zhang Gong [1728 

1712] published in the 19 Jan 1957 TIENJIN RIBAO). The adherents of 

the fourth opinion declared: The "“manhood-at~-its-best" meant brotherhood 
and “good personality", or the so-called "righteousness", self-control and 
good behavior. But "all these human qualities presented previously were 
far from enough to make a perfect person. For this reason, some kind of 
etiquette like 'rites' and ‘rectification of names’ was needed as Confucius 
had advocated." In the final analysis, the "filial piety" which embodies 
"“manhood-at-its-best", "righteousness" and "rites" formed the basis of 
Confucius’ political thought ("Confucius Takes the Stand of Ruling Aristo- 
cratic Class" by Song Yuke [3022 3784 1345] published in the 9 Feb 1957 
TLENJIN RIBAO). The adherents of the fifth opinion stated: To preserve 
the old social order, Confucius considered it necessary to use the "rites" 
as a yardstick or criterion for grading or rating people. For this reason, 
Confucius forged a close relationship between the rectification of names 
and observance of the rites. In his view, as long as everyone abided by 
ritc. act >ehaved well, no laws would be violated and a caste system could 
be preserved. In a sense, the consolidation of a caste system and coordina- 
tion of relations between aristocrats were the quintessence of Confucius’ 
political tenets ("Confucius’ Thought and His Followers" by Yang Xiangkui). 


3. On Confucius’ Political Thought. The adherents of the first opinion 
said: Confucius’ view of the universe centered on what he called "heaven" 
which he considered to be the supreme master of the universe. Based on 
this belief, Confucius’ view of the universe was by nature idealistic. 

But Confucius did not think that the heavenly mandate was a boundless 
power. In this connection, he once said: Whether a man is competent 

or not is not determined by the heavenly mandate but mainly depends on 

his own efforts. Epistemologically, Confucius emphasized personal experi- 
ences in the learning process, saying that any idea resulting from what 
one saw and heard must be investigated and tested. In this connection, 

he once said: "Learning without thought is labor lost; thought without 
learning is perilous." This belief gives people a sense of materialism 
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and dialectics ("Studies on Confucius’ Thought" by Feng Youlan, Huang 
Zitong and Ma Cai). The adherents of the second opinion stressed: 
Confucius did not view “heaven” as an omnipotent master of wisdom, although 
he believed in the heavenly mandate, recognizing that som.. mysterious and 
irresistible forces existed in the world. Confucius also did not blindly 
believe in spiritual beings, because once he told the people that "while 
respecting the spirits of the departed and divinities, we must remain aloof 
from them ("On Confucius Who Does Not Represent the Landlord Class" by 

Zhao Guangxian). The adherents of the third opinion pointed out: Con- 
fucius’ attitude toward the universe was that, on the one hand, he recog- 
nized “heaven" as “a personified god with will power while, on the other 
hand, he did not recognize the absolute authority of heaven, saying that 
the people could vent their wrath against heaven, thus paving the way 

for polytheism." In this connection, he once declared that "with the 

four s@asons running their courses and all things being born continuously, 
heaven has nothing to say, really nothing to say." In this way, he viewed 
“heaven” merely as a natural force. He inherited the concept of the uni- 
verse from the Yin and Zhou dynasties but, later, had to revise it as a 
result of the social development ("Confucius' Thought and His Followers" 

by Yang Xiangkui). 


+. On Confucius’ Educational Thought. The adherents of the first opinion 

aid: Confucius was a creative educator and founder of the private school 

ysctem in China. He systematically reviewed and enriched the pre-Western 

yuasty Chinese culture with his own humanistic ideas. In the process, 
ne developed a comprehensive school curriculum, including teaching prin- 
ciples and methods. He also wrote many valuable articles of a practical 
nature setting forth requirements for recruiting qualified teachers 
("Confucius' Educational Thought" by Xu Mengying [6079 1125 3467] pub- 
lished in the 14 Jun 1954 GUANGMING RIBAO). The adherents of the second 
opinion ascribed Confucius’ success as a great educator in Chinese history 
to his tireless spirit in educating the people, to his endeavor to make 
education available to all people regardless of their family origins, and 
to his achievements in devising a method for teaching students according 
to their abilities and for developing their individual characters. For 
s reason, Confucius developed education to serve the newly emerging 

landlord class ("Confucius' Educational Thesis" by Chao Songting [2513 

‘46 0080] published in the 19 Jan 1957 TIENJIN RIBAO). The adherents 

the third opinion said: In China's history of educaticn, Confucius 

is immortal because he made education available to more people--an 
education which emphasized the methods of elicitation and persuasion. 
His doctrine that “instruction recognizes no castes" was unprecedented 
in his time ("Confucius' Thought and His Followers" by Yang Xiangkui). 
Although the aforementioned three views were expressed in different ways, 
they were all in favor of Confucius' educational ideas. 
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II 
Second Period 


During this period, enthusiasm for studying Confucius reached a peak. 
From 1959 to 1962, a great interest developed in thoroughly discussing 
Confucius, with attention largely focussed on methodological problems. 


1. On the era in which Confucius lived and his class stand. The adherents 
of the first opinion stressed: While efforts were made to determine Con- 
fucius' class stand, “attention must be paid to the contradictions that 
actually existed in society in his time, his attitude toward the new 
developments and the moribund feudal system, and where he stood on these 
developments." By assessing Confucius this way one can conclude that during 
the late spring and autumn period in which the social system underwent 
radical changes, "Confucius spared no effort to preserve the economic base 
and the superstructure of the feudal system and to enthusiastically 
propagate the slave culture." Based on this fact, "Confucius alined his 
interests with that of the slave-owning aristocrats." At the same time, 
attention must also be paid to the fact that Confucius had encouraged the 
then slave-owning aristocrats to make some concessions to their slaves 

and tolerate some reforms so that their system would not be touched and 
"the old system would not be washed away by the new waves" ("Confucius' 
Conservative Political Stand and Idealist Philosophy" by Ren Jiyu [0117 
4949 1937] published in the 27 Jul 1961 BEIJING RIBAO). The adherents of 
the second opinion said: The assessment of Confucius’ class stand should 
be based on an observation of his attitude toward the family of the duke 
of the state of Lu and three other aristocratic families, especially the 
family of Ji, because this was an important historical clue that could 
lead to a determination of his class stand." Taking a cue from this fact, 
we could conclude that Confucius generally supported the family of the 
duke of the state of Lu (which represented the declining slave-owning 
class) in opposition to the family of Ji (which represented the landlord 
class) in the struggle between the two families and Yang Hu and other 
representatives of the lowest social caste. Other facts also indicate 
that although after reaching middle-age Confucius relfected in his speeches 
the demands of the intellectuals or "scholars" of non-aristocratic origin, 
politically he was still alined with the conservative slave-owners ("On 
Confucius" by Guan Feng [7070 6912} and Lin Yushi [2651 5124 2514] pub- 
lished in issue No 4 of ZHEXUE YANJIU [PHILOSOPHICAL RESEARCH] 1961). 

In this way, Confucius had, in fact, been identified as a reformer among 
the slave-owning aristocrats. The adherents of the third opinion stated: 
The family of Ji did not represent the landlord class but rather the 
"nowerful slave-owning faction". In searching for clues to determine 

the class nature of Confucius, no one should take a cue from his stand 
against certain persons or families; to determine his class nature, it 

was necessary to look at his attitude toward the new relations between 
production and the productive forces. An assessment of Confucius' ideas 
of “love for all men", (benevolent attitude toward people), "being polite 








and condescending to the commoners" and extending education to the general 
populace, ideas which could never be envisioned by the slave-owning class, 
could also lead people to believe that Coniucius was none other than a 
representative of the ideology of the feudal landlord class ("A General 
Review of the Class Nature of Confucius’ Thought" by Zhong Zhaopeng pub- 
lished in issue No 3 of "LITERATURE, HISTORY, AND PHILOSOPHY," 1961). 
Others said: An assessment of Confucius’ relationship with the family 
of Ji, the debates over the “abrogation of the three institutions" and 
the "land tax system" aiso gave no clue that Confucius was a foe of the 
family of Ji and a supporter of the family of the duke of the state of 
Lu. Nor could anyone prove that "Confucius unreservedly favored restoring 
the Zhou dynasty rites". It could be said that Confucius was capable of 
advancing along the progressive course of history and that he alined 

his stand with that of the newly emerging landlord class" ("A Review of 
Article "On Confucius’ by Comrade Guan Feng and Lin Yushi" by Chao 
Songting published in issue No 2 of "LITERATURE, HISTORY AND PHILUSOPHY" 
1962). The adherents of the fourth opinion said: Confucius and the Con- 
fucian school of thought which he founded "represented the interests 

of the landlord class which evolved from the slave-owning class." "It 
was precisely this landlord class that pinned its hopes for the survival 
of the slave-owning aristocracy on some reforms of the existing system, 
reforms which would emphasize the role of men and the necessity of raising 
the status of laborers and producers, improving their living standards, 
and inviting competent persons outside the aristocracy to participate in 
polities. In the language of Confucius’ time, this meant “recruiting 
people from afar" and "appointing them on the basis of merit" ("On 
Confucius" by Feng Youlan published in the 22 and 29 Jul 1960 GUANGMING 
RIBAO). Like views expressed previously, others described Confucius as 

a representative of a newly rising middle class of scholars of his time 
("Studies On Confucius' Thought" by Tong Xuye [4547 2579 2814] published 
in issue No 1 of "SHANDONG UNIVERSITY GAZETTE" 1960). The adherents of 
the fifth opinion stated: Although various stages of ancient Chinese 
history remained ill-defined, the spring and autumn period was definitely 
known as an era of epochal social transformation. Against this his- 
torical background, Confucius could be identified as a reformer in the 
ranks of the ruling class ("A Simple View of Confucius" by Ji Wenfu pub- 
lished in _ue 7 Nov 1961 GUANGMING RIBAO). The adherents of the sixth 
opinion portrayed Confucius as a revolutionary in the early days of the 
feudal society and "a scholar representing the commoners", because his 
political proposals were aimed at changing the status quo toward the end 
of the spring and autumn period ("An Evaluation of Confucius Should Make 
It Clear What Society He Lived In" by Tang Lan [0781 5695] published in 
the 26 Jan 1962 WENHUI BAO). 





On Confucius’ Politice Thought. Academic circles all along have 
regarded the "“manhood-at-its-best" or "rites" or both as the essence 
of Confucius’ political thought. Because the views expressed on Confucius' 
class stand vary, so are the conclusions drawn from a specific analysis 
of what "manhood-at-its-best" and "rites" stood for in his time. The 
adherents of the first opinion stated: Some people considered his doc- 
trine of "manhood-at-its-best" was applicable only to the rulers and 
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not to their subjects. Under the cloak of universal love, the “manhood- 
at-its-best" and “rites” were merely “two ropes used by the rulers to 
shackle the people's minds--ropes which ever since Confucius’ time were 
effective in making the people lose their will to revolt" ("Confucius' 
Conservative Political Stand and Idealist Philosophy" by Ren Jiyu). 
After citing numerous historical facts to show that the doctrine of 
"“manhood-at-its-best" was the essense of Confucius’ political thought 
originating from the ideology of feudal society, others pointed out: 
Confucius’ preachings, such as “manhood-at-his-best means loving his 
parents ond other beloved ones;" “in the case of a ruler, manhood-at-his- 
best means acting in the interests of his country;" “filial piety and 
fraternity are the golden rules of manhood-at-its-best™ and “manhood- 
at-its-best means restraining himself and restoring rites", all served 
to preserve the clannish rules ("On Confucius’ Thought" by Yang Rongguo 
published in issue No 1 of "ACADEMIC RESEARCH", 1962). Through a study 
of the "Confucian Analects", the adherents of the second opinion noted 

a clear distinction between the meaning of "men", which referred to the 
"slave-owning class", and "people", which referred to the slave class. 
tie contended that a reading of the chapter "Yen Yuan's Inquiry About 
Manhood-at-Its-Best" contained in the book "Yen Yuan" indicated that the 
doctrine of "manhood-at-its-best" under “rule by rites" could not be 
regarded as a doctrine of “universal love" but rather was part of the 
superstructure with class content; Confucius’ explanation of "manhood- 
at-its-best" as a person devoted to “restraining himself and restoring 
rites” was only a proposal for reconciling contradictions among "men", 

a proposal based on his concept of eclecticism ("An Explanation of 
Manhood-at-Its-Best and Rites in Current Terms" by Zhao Jibin [6392 

4764 1755] published in the January 1962 issue of "NEW CONSTRUCTION"). 
Other views which basically echoed the above opinions on "manhood-at- 
its-best” and "rites" could be summed up this way: The key part of the 
Zhou dynasty rites was preserved by Confucius as a result of his revision 
of them. In other words, he was still committed to preserving the Zhou 
dynasty rites. The following three differing perceptions of “manhood- 
at-its-best"” pervaded society at the time of Confucius: 1. In a slave- 
owners’ view, he should devote himself to the practice of the “etiquette, 
should never resent his supreme ruler, should be selfless, and love his 
parents and other beloved; 2. In a landlord's view, he was capable of 
evaluating others on the basis of merit and punishing law-breakers; 

3. In the view of the working people, he was a man disinterested in 
acquiring fortunes and regarded those who did so as unworthy of being 
of being called “men-at-their-best." But Confucius’ concept of “manhood- 
at-its-best" conflicted with that of the landlord class and working 
people. For this reason, the adherents of the second opinion opposed 
the abstract, illogical analysis of Confucius’ concept of "“manhood- 
at-his-best" and were convinced that Confucius" preaching "what man-at- 
his-best desires as his own role, he assigns it to other" was only a 
call for a revival of the rites, especial’y the Zhou dynasty rites 

("A Review of Confucius" by Guan Feng, Lin Jishi, published in the 
November 1961 issue of "NEW CONSTRUCTION"). The adherents of the third 
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opinion said: Confucius was dedicated to preserving the Zhou dynasty 
rites. The essence of this thought was the rectification of names. In 

a fundamental attempt to modify the Zhou dynasty rites, Confucius called 
for “bringing about order through the practice of the rites and observance 
of the code of ethics by the people.” This idea contrasted sharply with 
the regulations under the Western Zhou slave and caste systems which stipu- 
lated that “commoners are not entitled to the practice of the rites; 
ministers are above law." This idea was a de facto acknowledgment that 
both slaves and laborers were citizens. His other important contribu- 
tion to the modification of the Zhou dynasty rites was the proposal that 
“manhood-at-his-best™ should serve as a foundation for practicing the 
“rites” and should form a close relationship with the latter. Confucius 
also suggested that “manhood-at-his-best” play a key role in “restraining 
human emotions and restoring rites," stressing that only by restraining 
oneself can one expect to realize the “doctrine of loyalty and reciprocity.” 
An assessment of Confucius from any specific angle could also lead the 
people to conclude that he was a person with a strong sense of equality 
among his fellow-men, a person who attached importance to the role they 
played, and that he also discovered the dignity of man in them. This 
idea was comaon among the newly rising landlord class in Confucius’ time. 
Advocating that “manhood-at-its-best" was actually an embodiment of 
“universal love," the adherents of the third opinion disagreed with the 
view that the "men" referred to in the "Confucian Analects" meant the 
slave-owning class and "people" referred to the slave class ("On Con- 
tucius’ Thought About Manhood-at-Its-Best" by Feng Youlan, published in 
issue No 5 of "PHILOSOPHICAL RESEARCH", 1961). The adherents of the 
fourth opinion divided Confucius’ concept of “manhood-at-its-best" into 
three parts: 1. The “restraint of oneself"; 2. the “restoration of 
rites"; and 3. the ‘revival of “manhood-at-its-best."” To the exploited 
class, the revival of “manhocd-at-its-best," civil obedience and uni- 
versal love were one idea stated in three different ways, and therefore 
they should be rolled into one. On one occasion, Confucius explained the 
three terms individually and on another occasion, he rolled them into 
one. He had only one purpose in mind in doing so; that was to serve 

the interests of the feudal exploiter~rulers. Confucius called this 
approach a doctrine of "thinking things over with a single mind ("Confucius 
Talks About Manhood-at-Its-Best" by Che Zai (6508 6528] published in 
issue No 3 of “LITERATURE, HISTORY AND PHILOSOPHY", 1961). The adherents 
of the fifth opinion stated: The doctrine of loyalty and reciprocity 

was at the heart of Confucius’ thought. What does reciprocity mean here? 
It means that "what you do not wish for yourself, do not do unto others." 
The definition of reciprocity could not be clearer than this. The role 
played by reciprocity was passive while the role played by loyalty was 
positive. Taking cue from this the term "loyalty" should be explained 

in this way: "Do unto others what you would have others to unto you." 
Like a two-sided coin, loyalty and reciprocity mean the same thing, 
notably passing on to others what one loves and hates. 


An assessment of the relationship between loyalty and reciprocity and 
the meaning of "manhood-at-its-best" indicated that the "manhood-at- 
its best" was a basis for displaying “universal love" and could not 
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assert its independence from the latter. As a matter of fact, no one in 
the world does not love himself. Loyalty and reciprocity rolled into one 
Meant extending what one loves to others. As long as the people care for 
each other, they would hate to hurt each other. Reciprocity meant doing 
people no harm, and therefore, it played a passive role in humanity. Only 
by displaying care tor others can one act in their interests. Loyalty was 
a philosophy of doing something beneficial for others, and, therefore, it 
played a positive role in humanity. In a sense, loyalty was the positive 
side and reciprocity was the negative side of a coin. The adherents of the 
fifth opinion did not agree with the previously stated different definition 
of the “men" and “people” ("Third Commentary On Confucius’ Thought” by Gao 
Heng published in issue No 1 of “PHILOSOPHICAL RESEARCH", 1962). 


3. On Confucius’ Philosophical Thinking. In analyzing Confucius’ philo- 
sophical thinking in concrete terms, the consensus held that his view of 

the universe should serve as a basis for defining his philosophical thinking. 
The adherents of the first opinion stressed: An assessment of Confucius’ 
view of the universe proved he was a theist dedicated to the preservation 

of these religions serving the slave-owning class. 


Although he was skeptical of the existence of supernatural beings in the 
world, this could in no way change his position as an idealist ("Confucius' 
Conservative Political Stand and Idealist Philosophy" by Ren Jiyu). The 
adherents of the second opinion said: Confucius’ philosophical thinking 
embodies eclecticism. His “doctrine of the mean", an eclectical mix of his 
objective and subjective idealism, contains principles and methodology 

which guided his thinking. Confucius could also be identified as a subjective 
idealist by his theory of “rectifying names," in which he gave first place 
to “nominalism" or abstract ideas and second place to "realism" ("On Con- 
tucius” by Guan Feng and Lin Jishi). The adherents of the third opinion 
‘tressed: Although Confucius accepted the religious belief that heaven 
decides the destiny of man, he revised it significantly as follows: While 
recognizing the commands of heaven, he urged the people to act, even if they 
knew success was impossible. While acknowledging that heaven may dictate 
man's destiny, he did not agree that wisdom or competence was decides by 
heaven, too. This advocation had the effect of restricting the divine 

power in ancient times when the people generally believed in feats of 
strength and divine commands. Confucius took a skeptical attitude toward 
the belief that ghosts and gods existed in the world. In Confucius’ view, 
"manhood-at-its-best," “rites” and "heaven" formed a close relationship. 
According to him, “manhood-at-its-best" was not merely a moral quality but 

a world outlook and "a manifestation of human consciousness." For this 
reason, the holders of the third opinion described Confucius’ philosophical 
thinking as a typical idealist philosophy rather than a form of eclecticism 
("On Confucius" and “On Confucius’ Thought Concerning Manhood-at-Its-Best" 
by Feng Youlan). The adherent of the fourth opinion said: Confucius often 
referred to the "nature" in the name of the “heaven,” and for example, he 
said once: "Four seasons are running their courses.” Occasionally, he 
cited the "commands of heaven" as meaning either a social trend--for example, 
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he said: “The Yin dynasty followed the commands of the Xia dynasty; the 
Zhou dynasty followed the commands of the Yin dynasty"--or a normal natural 
course--for example, he said: “Let us control nature." This indicated 
that Confucius tried hard to enrich his knowledge of social events and 
nature in order to apply it to break the tradition imposed on the people 

by the divine authorities and gradually to explain “nature” in scientific 
and materialistic terms ("How To Analyze Confucius’ Philosophical Thinking" 
by Zhang Changjiang [1728 7022 3068] published in issue No 4 of "TEACHING 
AND RESEARCH", 1961). 


4. On Confucius’ Educational Thought. During this period, no big contro- 
versy over this issue flared up in the academic circles. Confucius has 
generally been portrayed as a great educator in Chinese history for his 
contributions to the compilation and categorization of ancient Chinese cul- 
tural documents, for preserving Chinese cultural heritage for future genera- 
tions, and for handing down from generation to generation a valuable 
teaching experience. But some people also advocated that "we must inherit 
this precious cultural asset in a critical way", although views vary on 

how to do that. Furthermore, also at issue were the content and purpose 

of his teaching system and what classes were served by the application of 
his educational theories. A bigger dispute also flared up over the true 
meaning of his teaching: “Instruction recognizes no castes." Many people 
had hailed this teaching as a significant invention in his educational 
thought because it removed an educational barrier before the common people 
and popularized education. But others who disputed this view said that: 
"Instruction recognizes no castes" did not originate with Confucius. A 
careful study of the "Confucian Analects", which contains such terms as 
"men", “people,” "teaching" and "instruction", shows that "Instruction 
recognizes no castes” was a teaching and a call to make education available 
to all people on the basis of the needs of every locality or district and 
to effect a break with the tradition that education was monopolized by a 
few noble families of Confucius’ time (1962 Edition of "New Exploration 
Into ‘Confucian Analects'" by Zhao Jibin). 


5. On methodological problems in studying Confucius. During this period, 

a debate over a methodological problem in studying Confucius flared up in 
our country. Unlike earlier studies on Confucius, all scholars paid greater 
attention to this problem in their published articles. The following 
questions were raised at that time for further discussion and deliberation: 
What measures should be taken to evaluate Confucius’ class stand? Was his 
class stand entirely consistent with what he preached? If not, what ways 
should be devised to explain it? What specific standard measures should 

be adopted to determine whether Confucius’ political thought was progres- 
sive or reactionary? Were there any specific criteria for defining and 
identifying Confucius’ philosophical thinking as either an idealist or 
materialist? How can we apply the Marxist principle of criticism we have 
inherited to the process of studying Confucius? To answer these questions, 
one must investigate and survey the historical data on Confucius and related 
explanatory notes as well as make an effort to define clearly the various 











stages of ancient Chinese history. But a major question remains: How to 
apply Marxism to guide us in taking a correct attitude toward our historical 
cultural heritage? 


[II 
Third Period 


As stated previously, this was an extraordinary period in Chinese history. 
Under the fascist and dictatorial rule of Lin Biao and the “gang of four,” 
and as a result of their implementation of the ultraleft line, which eventu- 
ally touched off an ultraleft trend of thought to tamper with and disrupt 
normal social life, academic research in the entire sphere of philosophy 

and social sciences was almost completely suspended. The consequences of 
the implementation of their policy on Confucius was even more serious. 

Lin Biao and the "gang of four" seized the debate on Confucius as an integral 
part of their conspiracy to carry out counterrevolutionary political activi- 
ties and to launch attacks on others by way of insinuation. They also used 
the debate as an opportunity to usurp party and state power. During the 
movement to criticize Lin Biao and the “gang of four," they distorted and 
tampered with history, filled history with innuendos, and practiced cultural 
aristocracy. They repudiated and discredited everything Confucius did and 
said and tolerated no opinions which differed from theirs on Confucius. 
Under such circumstances, academic freedom was totally suppressed. They 
also created confusion and spread fallacies through debates on Confucius. 
Their pernivious influence remains deeply rooted in our society. For this 
reason, conscientious vfforts must be made to eradicate it, eliminzie chaos 
and restore order. 


All experiences and lessons concerning research on Confucius during this 
period should be conscientiously summed up as material for learning by 
negative example. Of course, special efforts must be made to carry out sah 
research. Here are only a few suggestions that may help the people better 
understand what Lin Biao and the "gang of four" had done in the research 

on Confucius" At first, Lin Biao and the “gang of four" concocted a great 
amount of false historical facts about Confucius and then vigorously criti- 
cized and completely discredited him. On the other hand, they portrayed 

a seemingly unbelievable “legalist" as a person to be praised and endorsed. 
Lin Biao and the “gang of four" were actually being dishonest, because their 
public criticism and discrediting of Confucius were inconsistent with what 
they really thought about him. No one respected and worshiped more or was 
more attracted by the most decadent and despicable feudalist scums in Con- 
fucius' thought than Lin Biao and the “gang of four." 


Secondly, Lin Biao and the “gang of four" tried to use current Chinese 
language to their best advantage to discredit Confucius. For example, 

they delivered a series of speeches and published a series of articles 
portraying Confucius as "a megalomaniac who cherished the restoration of 
the old order and turned the wheel of history backward", as "a hypocritical 
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and crafty political swindler", as “a ferocious and cruel tyrant” and as 
“a parasite unwilling to learn new skills." Such words of abuse were used 
to escalate the criticism of Confucius. But abusive words alone cannot 
discredit any school of thought. Criticizing Confucius in this manner was 
unworthy of intellectual criticism, and therefore, it was rated as a poli- 
tical tactic of the lowest order even by the bourgeois politicians. 


Thirdly, during the debate on Confucius, Lin Biao and the “gang of four" 

not only confused politics with academic research but also tried their best 
to make politics prevail over academic research. Under the pretext of 
putting academic research at the service of proletarian politics, they did 
whatever needed to be done. Lin Biao and the “gang of four" treated history, 
historical data, and even historical figures as though they were puppets. 


In short, what Lin Biao and the “gang of four" practiced during this period 
was nothing more than cultural autocracy. Their repudiation of Confucius 
and his teachings across the board was a gross distortion and repudiation 

of history. But the experiences and lessons from the research done on 
Confucius during this period should be conscientiously summed up as material 
for learning by negative example and should be handled properly. Only by 
doing so can we make a positive and significant contribution to the research 
on Confucius as well as on the Chinese history of philosophy. 


IV 
Fourth Period 


During this new historical period of socialist revolution and construction, 
Confucius is being reevaluated. This is a very important task, which, 
although it began not too long ago, has given a new impetus to the research 
work on Confucius. 


1. On che era in which Confucius lived and his class stand. The adherents 

of the first opinion accused Confucius of alining with the declining slave- 

owning class in the political struggle centered around the disputes between 

the old and new and the “rule-by-rites" and “rule-by-law," stressing that 

Confucius took a political stand in trying to roll back the wheel of his- 

tory ("An Analysis of Confucius’ Philosophical Thinking" by Feng Qi [| 7458 

1148] published in issue No 1 of “Forum on Chinese Literature and History”, 

1979). Some people said: During the late spring and autumn period of 

great social transformation, Confucius neither favored uprisings staged by 

slaves and commoners nor encouraged the newly rising landlord class to seize 

political power. In the face of an oncoming torrent of social changes, 

Confucius, in cooperation with the declining slave-owning class, tried to 

institute some small-scale reforms in the hope of realizing lasting sta- 

bility ("It Is Necessary To Correctly Evaluate Confucius’ Thought" by Yu 

Shijun [0060 0013 0689) publisned in issue No 3 of "Liaoning University ’ 
Gazette", 1979). ce 
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The adherents of the second opinion said: Through an analysis of the dif- 
ferent meanings of such terms as “great men", “petty men", “princes”, 
“ministers”, “men” and “people” used in the Western Zhou dynasty and the 
late spring and autumn period, some people concluded that the interpreta- 
tion of the aforementioned terms by Confucius reflected the economic status 
in the superstructure of a society of his time. Judging by this fact, 
Confucius represented the bourgeoning landlord class ("An Analysis of Dis- 
puted Views on Confucius” by Wang Xianjin [3769 0341 6651] published in 
issue No 3 of “ZHENGZHOU UNIVERSITY GAZETTE", 1978). Others said: During 
the late spring and autumn period, Confucius’ growing awareness of the role 
of man and his power, his determination to push a political line of benevol- 
ence, his struggle against tyranny and the tradition of burying the living 
with the dead, and his initiation of the slogan of “universal love" indicated 
that he was a thinker capable of sizing up the situation and adapting him- 
self to the political currents of history rather than "a megalomaniac 
dreaming of restoring the slave system" ("A Few Questions Concerning Con- 
fucius™” by Zhou Yutong [0719 0056 0681] published in issue No 1 of "Forum 
on Chinese Literature and History", 1979). The adherents of the third 
opinion stressed: Confucius was a conservative thinker and statesman. 
Believing that the social system of the Zhou dynasty was the most perfect 
of all, Confucius considered it his duty to preserve the kingdom of the 
“son of heaven" of the Zhou dynasty and carry on the cause of Wen and Wu 
and Duke Zhou. As a thinker, Confucius knew more and saw more and was 

more farsighted than any other member of his class. He was neither a re- 
former capable of surprising the world with any big changes nor a fool 
obsessed with conservatism ("Reevaluation of Confucius’ Thought” by Pang 

Pu |1690 2613] published in issue No 8 of "HISTORICAL RESEARCH", 1978). 
Still others described Confucius as a reformer who had presented the people 
with both a positive and neyative and progressive and conservative views 

of the universe ("Talk on Wnether Confucius Is Being Criticized Seriously" 
by Yan Beiying [0917 0554 3467] published in issue No 1 of "Forum on 
Chinese Literature and History", 1979). 





2. On Confucius’ Political Thought. The adherents of the first opinion 
said: Confucius was always fond of reminding the people of what had hap- 
pened in the past and was committed to resurrecting from their graves the 
dead rites of the three past kingdoms, rites which had been discarded through 
social practices ("Questions Concerning the Sham Left and True Right Fea- 
tures of the ‘Gang of Four’ and an Evaluation of Confucius’ Thought" by Cai 
Shangsi [5591 1424 1835] published in issue No 2 of “FUDAN GAZETTE", 1978). 
They also said: The doctrine of “manhood-at-its-best" did not come from 
Confucius but from Fan Chou, a slaveowner of the Huaxia clan. “Filial 
piety and fraternity are vital to ‘manhood-at-its-best!'" Anyone aware of 
this teaching by Confucius would understand that the doctrine of “manhood- 
at-its-best" was invented by Confucius to prevent the collapse of the 
tottering clannish pyramid built by the slave-owning class, while his call 
for “reastraining oneself and restoring the rites” was an appeal to the 
slaveowners to save the world from collapse ("A Few Questions Concerning 
Confucius" by Lin Naishen [2651 0035 8590] published in issue No 1 of 
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“BEIJING NORMAL COLLEGE GAZETTE", 1°79). The adherents of the second 
opinion said: Confucius’ teachings on the "rites" and “manhood-at-its- 
best" were believed _9 be the theoretical basis is political tenets 
proposed to justify the old system. The rites w: essentially a political 
system of the Western Zhou dynasty which governed the pevple's behavior and 
conduct; the teaching on the “manhood-at-its-best™ was a supreme code of 
ethics mainly aimed at encouraging the people to love each other--a code 
which governed the inner workings of the people's minds. Confucius was 

a typical historical idealist because he once said that as long as evervone 
showed compassion and lov» for others, the rites of the Zhou dynasty could 
be preserved for generations to come. But the slogan of “universa] love" 
proposed by Confucius should be hailed as a great contribution to the Chinese 
history of philosophy because it changed the then prevalent thought that 
slaves were merely talking tools ("Reevaluation of Confucius’ Thought” 

by Pang Pu). some people said: The original meaning of “manhood-at-its- 
best" preached by Confucius was “love for all men". The “men” here referred 
to the people in general. Although Confucius’ perception of “manhood-at- 
its-best" was somewhat perplexing, it really presented a progressive view 
of man at a time when human dignity was not respected by society ("A Few 
Questions Concerning Confucius” by Zhou Yutong and He Zhuojun [6320 0587 
0689]). 


The adherents of the third opinion said: Those who disputed the previously 
proposed view held that the doctrine of "manhood-at-its-best" was proposed 
by Confucius as a guarantee for enforcing the “rule by rites” as well as 

a prescription for saving the rites of the Zhou dynasty from collapse, and, 
therefore, in a sense Confucius could be categorized as a reformist ("A 
Few Questions Concerning An Evaluation of Confucius’ Thought” by Chen 
Zhengfu [7115 2973 1133] pubJished in issue No 4 of “JIANGXI UNIVERSITY 
GAZETTE", 1978). Others maintained that although the “manhood-at-its- 
best" conceived by Confucius was in a broad sense a “love for all men" and 
an idea of universal significance, it did not imply in any way that all 
men are created equal. In Confucius’ language, “to love all men" was a 
right, just like the rights to exploit, hate and suppress the people 

("On Confucius’ Concept of "“Manhood-at-Its-Best" by Li Ku published in 
issue No 1 of “DESTRUCTION AND CONSTRUCTION", 1979). 


3. On Confucius’ Philosophical Thinking. The adherents of the first 
opinion on Confucius’ philosophical thinking said: While expressing his 
view of the universe, Confucius refused to talk about “anomalies, feats 

of strength, violence and divinities.” This meant that he was skeptical 

of supernatural beings. But, on the other hand, he tried very hard to 

pass on the traditional divine concept of the heavenly mandate to the 
people. By “heaven” he meant the abstract spiritual beings, hwaane reason- 
ing, and absolute strength of spirits. Epistemologically, he did not con- 
sider himself "a person born with the possession of knowledge” but a sage 
supposed to know everything. Judging from this fact, Confucius’ philosophy 
should come under the category of idealism ("An Analysis of Confucius’ 
Philosophical Thinking" by Feng Qi). The adherents of the second opinion 
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said: Philosophically, Confucius was an idealist who believed in the man- 
date of heaven. He believed that the levels of moral qualities were not 
innate and could be raised only by education and human endeavor. In this 
way, he discredited the divine power a little bit while giving some credit 
to human efforts. But attention must be paid to the fact that while talking 
about "efforts" on cultivating moral qualities, he did not mean human sub- 
jective efforts based on practice but restraints on runaway emotions ("Re- 
evaluation of Confucius’ Thought" by Pang Pu). The adherents of the third 
opinion said: Confucius’ philosophical thinking contains the following 
three special characteristics: A. Commenting on Confucius" refusal to 
talk about “anomalies, feats of strength, violence and divinities," Mo Zi 
said: "Confucians did not regard heaven as god and spirits as supernatural 
beings; they simply ignored them.” Here, the “ignoring of supernatural 
beings" was something special in Confucius" philosophical thinking. B. Con- 
fucius once said: "While you are unable to serve men, how can you serve 
their spirits? While you do not know life, how can you know about death? 
It is advisable for anyone to do his fellow-men justice and to stay away 
from supernatural beings with whom he is not familiar." This idea empha- 
sizing the imnortance of serving people and of dealing with human relation- 
ships rather than with things unknown was another important feature in 
Confucius’ philosophical thinking. C. '"Manhood-at-its-best would gain 
strength if everyone would devote just one day to realizing this ideal. 
Whether one can attain the goal of “manhood-at-its-best" depends entirely 
on oneself. In a sense, it is only something that can be had for the 
asking." 


These remarks were made by Confucius. Stressing that he was not a genius 
born to know everything, Confucius advocated that in practicing teaching, 

it was necessary for a student to "enrich his knowledge by constantly 

seeing and learning more and by asking questions". He also said: "A stu- 
dent must also be required to learn new things by reviewing the old and to 
practice constantly what he has already acquired." In addition, he appiied 
the "method of elicitation to educate students according to their abilities." 
All these indicated that although Confucius had initiated many untested 
ideas on education, he constantly modified them through practice. Such 
ideas emphasizing both practice and subjective efforts also occupied an 
important position in Confucius" philosophical thinking. The aforementioned 
three characteristics constituted the progressive aspect of Confucius’ 
philosophical thinking, indicating that "man" occupied a more important 
position in his mind than "supernatural beings", and that he was neither a 
promoter of the theory that human destiny is dictated by heaven nor a pro- 
moter of “idealism" ("A Few Questions Concerning Confucius" by Zhou Yutong 
and He Zhuojun). The adherents of the fourth opinion said: The notion 

that those born with an understanding of the universe belong to the highest 
type of humanity also occupied an important position in Confucius’ thought. 


For some unknown reason, Confucius’ philosophical thinking did reflect ob- 
jective realism which contained such progressive elements as the material- 
istic and atheist concepts of his time ("A Few Questions Concerning an 
Evaluation of Confucius’ Thought" by Chen Zhengfu). The adherents of the 








fifth opinion said: In the Chinese history of philosophy, Confucius was 
the first to emphasize “knowledge”, "learning", "practice", and "delibera- 
tions", thus opening up a new field of learning to enrich human knowledge. 
Although Confucius" philosophical thinking process was not perfect, he was 
in every sense a founder of simple materialism, emphasizing human relation- 
ships in Chinese history ("A View on Evaluation of Confucius’ Thought" by 
Shen Shanghong). 


4. On Confucius’ Educational Thought. The people in our country generally 
agreed that Confucius’ educational thought as a whole must be analyzed and 
criticized before being handed down from generation to generation. They 
pointed out that although Confucius took a conservative political stance, 
his educational thought and teaching method consisted of many reasonable 
proposals compatible with the development of the laws governing the acquisi- 
tion of human knowledge ("Initial Evaluation of Confucius’ Educational 
Thought" by Chen Zenghui [7115 1073 6540] published in the 18 Jul 1978 
GUANGMING RIBAO). A general survey has revealed that many of the Chinese 
and foreign educational theories, teaching principles and methods that 

have developed since the days of Confucius coincided with his experience 
and that much of the teaching experience acquired by Confucius over 2,000 
years ago conform with the scientific educational theories that have devel- 
oped ever since ("Confucius’ Way of Running Schools, His Teaching Principles 
and Methods" by Zhang Jianzuo [1728 7003 0146] published in issue No 4 of 
"NANJING NORMAL COLLEGE GAZETTE", 1978). Some people held that it was 
wrong to eliminate the system of providing “education for all people without 
discrimination" and to replace it with the “education of the whole people” 
("Confucius' Educational Thought and Teaching Practice" by Zian Yunrong 
[6929 6663 6954] published in issue No 1 of "WUHAN NORMAL COLLEGE GAZETTE", 
1979). Those who disputed the aforementioned view said: Confucius was not 
the first to extend education to the general populace, though, he was the 
first to open private schools as tools to prevent reforms in the feudal 
system and to restore the old order. In the final analysis, Confucius’ 
educational thought was only an embodiment of his reactionary political 
views, retrogressive views of history, philistine philosophy of life, broad 
chauvinism and idealist theory of apriorism ("A Few Questions Concerning 
Confucius" by Lin Naishen). 


5. On Methodological Problems in Studying Confucius. Most of the articles 
published during this period pointed out that while concentrating our 
efforts on studying Confucius, we must thoroughly criticize Lin Biao and the 
"sang of four". On that basis, we must correctly sum up our experiences 

by both positive and negative examples, draw lessons from such experiences, 
and correctly analyze Confucius’ thought in conformity with the Marxist 
principle of inheriting our cultural heritage in a critical way. We can 
neither totally accept nor totally negate this heritage. A fair, objective 
and comprehensive evaluation of Confucius’ thought is needed at this time. 
Some have stressed the need for an accurate and comprehensive understanding 
of Comrade Mao Zehong's instructions on Confucius when Confucius’ thought 
is scientifically and realistically evaluated in accordance with the prin- 
ciple of seeking truth from facts ("Some Experience in Studying Chairman 
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Mao's Comments on Confucius” by Cai Shangsi and Li Huaxing published in 
issue No 6 of “LITERATURE, HISTORY, AND PHILOSOPHY." Some people have of- 
fered disputed views on the ways Confucius is now being studied. They 

said: “Some comrades recently wrote a series of articles in whic’. they 
regarded Confucius as a fragrant flower." Today, in studying Confucius, 

we must regard him as material for learning by negative example, eliminate 
the idealist aspect of his thought and his reactionary political and 
ethical concepts and thoroughly criticize the prolonged pernicious influence 
of Confucius’ teachings on Chinese society until it is completely discredited, 
and the soil that has enabled this influence to take deep root in Chinese 
society is completely removed. For this reason, criticism of Confucius 

must be accompanied by criticism of Lin Biao and the "gang of four" as well 
as a compaign to eliminate the old traditions, old habits and customs 

("A Few Questions Concerning Confucius" by Lin Naishen). Clearly, we must 
apply Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zehong Thought as a guide to study Confucius. 

To achieve any desirable success in this field, our academic circles must 
make still greater efforts. As long as we can carry on the academic de- 
bates in conformity with the principles of "letting a hundred schools of 
thought contend and seeking truth from facts,” we can certainly realize 

our goal.

ANARCHISM SAID NO REMEDY FOR BUREAUCKATISM

[Text] There is a certain element of truth in what people often say, 
viz, that anarchism is a penalty for bureaucratism. The birth of 
anarchism is often related to the existence of bureaucratism. Certain 
phenomena of bureaucratism often cause the spread of anarchism and 
generate people's sympathy for the latter. Therefore, to overcome 
anarchism we must strengthen ideological education and resolutely conquer 
bureaucratism. 


However, we certainly cannot, because of this situation, make anarchism an 
important method of opposing bureaucratism and vigorously support it. 
Whoever wants to overcome bureaucratism by calling on anarchism to help 

is just like one who asks a devil for help and then is unable to subdue 
him and thus suffers greatly. 


In terms of its class essence, anarchism is an ideology of the petty 
bourgeoisie and lumpen-proletariat. The production and living conditions 
of these classes determine their individualism and liberalism in ideology 
as well as their lack of organization and laxness in working style. 

Thus, anarchism is certainly not an effective way to conquer bureaucratism. 
Betore the proletariat gained political power, people did not rely 

on anarchism but on Marxism, party leadership, and revolutionary struggles 
organized by the masses to smash the bureaucratic organs of the bourgeoisie. 
Atter the proletariat gained political power, we could even carry out more 
the struggle against bureaucratism within the regime, under the party's 
leadership and in an organized manner, without resorting to anarchism. 


However, as seen by some people who have the viewpoint of and engage in 
anarchism, our party and political organizations at all levels are not 
trustworthy; it seems that all “officials" are bureaucrats, and all 
organizations are bureaucratic organs which are not concerned with the 
weal and woe of the masses. Therefore, any demand, benefit or democratic 
right can only be striven for by creating a disturbance, can only be 





resolved by presenting a petition or staging a demonstration. The essence 
of this viewpoint is the same as that of "doubt everyone and overthrow 
everyone" or "it is good to rebel" maintained by Lin Biao and the "gang 

of four." There will not be any gvuod result if one takes this viewpoint 
to oppose bureaucratism. 


In our country certain leading cadres really do have a bureaucratic 

work style, and some of them are quite serious. Naturally, we should adopt 
effective ways to conquer this type of bureaucratism. But we should not, 
because of the bureaucratic work style of a small number of leading 

cadres, doubt all organs and organizations, to the extent of losing 
contidence in the high-level organizations and the central authorities. 
Even less should we put pressure on the leading organizations. By doing 
this we would be taking the wrong road and would damage stabiiity and 
unity, damage the Four Modernizations. 


All of us know that stability and unity and the Four Modernizations 

are fundamental to the interests of the people of the entire nation. 

We certainly cannot allow anyone to damage them on any pretext. Of course 
we also cannot allow those people who have the anarchist viewpoint to 
obstruct them in the name of opposing bureaucratism. If anyone disregards 
the national interest and obstructs and damages them, and does nvt listen 
to sincere advice and persists in this, he will be the scum of society 

and will be held in contempt by the people. 


From the standpoint of world outlook, anarchism and bureaucratism are 
facets of individualism. Some people engage in anarchism just because 
individual or factional interests are not satisfied. They incite anarchism 
and the masses create a disturbance, damaging normal work order, 

production order, traffic and social order. Some people when they do not 
achieve their ambition or do not have power, go in for anarchism in a big 
way. Once they achieve their ambition and have power, they transform 
anarchism into bureaucratism, or even fascism, and in turn oppress other 
people and impose a fascist dictatorship on those who oppose them. Everybody 
knows that Lin Biao and the "gang of four" incited anarchism under the 
slogan of "doubt everyone and overthrow everyone." But they doubted 
everyone but themselves and wanted to overthrow everyone but themselves. 
What was the meaning of this? They wanted to substitute themselves 

for everything, to control everything, and to place themselves in the 
highest position and become the biggest bureaucrats and become fascist 
bureaucrats. Looking at it from this aspect, anarchism and bureaucratism, 
or even tascism, are closely related and mutually permeate each other. 
There is no impassable gap between them. Therefore, when we oppose 
bureaucratism we must also oppose anarchism, and combine the two into one 
task and fulfill it. 


In that case, will our opposition to anarchism encourage bureaucratism? 
We oppose anarchism precisely in order to defend the democracy and legal 
system of socialism. Elimination of the obstruction of anarchism 

will establish a normal social order which is favorable for developing 
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socialist democracy as well as for conquering bureaucratism. However, 
social phenomena are highly complex, and various forces and trends in 
society are interacting with and contradicting each other, and when one 
diys down another springs up. Now, great efforts to develop democracy 

and to restore the democracy, treedom and rights destroyed by Lin Biao 

and the "gang of four," there emerges the possibility of the tendency toward 
the ultcademocracy and ultraliberalism of anarchism. When we criticize 

the ultrademocracy and ultraliberalism of the anarchist ideology, certain 
bureaucratic leaders use this criticism as an excuse to suppress democracy 
and to facilitate the growth of bureaucratism. In other words, when we 
attempt to correct a certain incorrect ideological trend, another 
ideological trend and tendency emerges to take its place, just like the 
so-called "one tendency covers another tendency." Especially in our large 
country, which has a boundless ocean of petty bourgeoisie, there are 
vacillations now to the left and now to the right. Under these conditions 

a Marxist party must be concerned with the secondary covered tendency when 
it decides to deal with a certain primary tendency, and at all times 
prevent the secondary tendency from becoming a primary tendency. Only 

if we pay attention to this point when we oppose bureaucratism will we 

not allow anarchism to spread and also when we oppose anarchism will we not 
let bureaucratism grow. We apply the proletarian standpoint in struggling 
against anarchism. Only if we are adept in guiding people's thinking along 
the proletarian line will we be able to develop socialist democracy more 
effectively, overcome bureaucratism and various detects in our work 

in a more orderly fashion, and advance our cause of the Four Modernizations 
more speedily.
